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Hobbled Coaches’? 


HAT will be the attitude 

of the trade unions 

towards the operation of 
commercial vehicles at high 
speeds on the motorways? This 
is a problem to be faced this year and the outlook is 
not encouraging. 

After nearly two years, British Road Services have 
reached a practical agreement with the unions for the 
working of heavy lorries on schedules based on a 
maximum speed of 30 m.p.h. Officially, there is no 
agreement between the workers and _free-enterprise 
hauliers to recognize any extra “ transportivity ” 
resulting from higher speeds, although individual 
arrangements are in force. The unions have still to 
drive a national bargain with the independent sector 
of the road haulage industry. 

If they have not done so by the time the London- 
Birmingham motorway is opened in November—and 
they have not yet renewed their claim on free-enterprise 
hauliers—they may be expected to be even more 
resistant to operation at unlimited speeds on the motor 
road, much as the drivers themselves may enjoy it. 

The problem is likely to be reproduced on the 
passenger side of the industry if the Minister of 
Transport decides to raise the speed limit of buses and 
coaches outside built-up areas from 30 m.p.h. to 
40 m.p.h. It will be further accentuated on services 
run at even higher speeds on the London-Birmingham 
motorway, for which permission has already been 
granted. 

Facile Assumption 


Even a newspaper as well informed as The Financial 
Times has described the proposed rise of 10 m.p.h. in 
legal maximum speed as being equal to “an increase 
of 33 per cent. in the productivity of the industry,” 
which “would automatically mean some savings for 
its owners.” This is, of course, far from being the case. 

By no stretch of imagination could an increase of 
33 per cent. in maximum legal speed be said to enable 
any operator to do a third more work, which is 
presumably what is implied by the term “ productivity.” 
Hauliers and C-licensees are already well aware of that 
fact. 

On congested roads in the summer, coaches are 
frequently unable to travel at more than 25-30 m.p.h. 


Conflict Between Unions and 
Operators Likely if Passenger- 
vehicle Speed Limit is Raised 


for many miles and 40 m.p.h. can 
be attained only in bursts. The 
overall effect on journey times of 
a higher speed limit may not be 
great, but an increase to 40 m.p.h. 
would legalize what is already being done on occasions. 

Under favourable conditions it may be possible to 
average about 28 m.p.h. running time with a maximum 
of 40 m.p.h., instead of some 23 m.p.h. with a limit of 
30 m.p.h. A journey of 230 miles could be completed 
in a running time of about eight hours instead of 
10 hours. 

The saving of two hours would not, however, enable 
another trip to be squeezed into a 24-hour period. 
Passengers would merely arrive at their destination 
earlier and the travelling time would be more nearly 
comparable with that of a railway journey. The coach 
would still have to wait until the following day to 
return to its base, unless an overnight service were run. 
There would be no increase in “ productivity.” 


Few Practical Benefits 


Indeed, the fruits of a higher legal speed for passenger 
vehicles are likely to be smaller than those enjoyed by 
hauliers and C-licensces. No advantage would accrue 
On contract work, a large part of which is represented 
by standing time. On express services on medium- 
length routes not carrying heavy traffic there would 
be some material benefit, but it would probably occur 
only in the winter when passenger carryings were light. 

The unions will undoubtedly claim an increase in pay 
if the speed limit is raised and they may, indeed, do 
so in any event. Their terms for operation at 50 m.p.h. 
or greater speeds on motorways are likely to be even 
more stringent. 

If the Transport and General Workers Union succeed 
in formulating a national wages structure for road 
passenger transport workers, as exists for road haulage 
employees, the problem of recognizing any increased 
effort by individual drivers will be aggravated. It will 
be impossible to restrict an improvement in pay to those 
whose efforts are promoting revenue, and the resistance 
of employers will be strengthened accordingly. 

Thus, hauliers and passenger-transport operators will 
be faced with a common problem and they might, with 
advantage, jointly consider its solution. 
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Sounders on Sound 


LTHOUGH Mr. G. R. H. Nugent, Parliamentary 

Secretary to the Ministry of Transport, recently 
forecast in the House of Commons that more precise 
regulations would eventually be made to control the 
noise emitted by vehicles, it is difficult to visualize a 
suitable formula. The amount of noise legally per- 
mitted to be made by pneumatic drills is determined in 
decibels, but it would hardly be practicable to apply this 
test to a commercial vehicle. 

A voluntary agreement on the subject exists between 
the Ministry of Transport and motorcycle manufac- 
turers, but this, again, could scarcely be extended to 
commercial vehicles. Probably all the sound emitted by 
a motorcycle which is detectable by the ear comes from 
the engine, but this is certainly not the case with a 
commercial vehicle. 

Gear noise is a not unsubstantial part of the total 
volume of sound. Mr. Nugent foresaw the increasing 
adoption of automatic transmissions for goods vehicles 


as a solution of the noise problem, but there is no 
evidence of a trend in this direction. The synchromesh 
gearbox is likely to remain supreme for some time. 

The hum of large tyres, which varies according to 
the road surface, must also be taken into account. An 
even more uncertain factor is the noise caused by certain 
kinds of load which cannot be properly secured to make 
them silent. They are just as important to the trade 
of the country as any other, and legislation could not 
be directed against them in particular. 

The control of noise in commercial vehicles is so 
complicated that it would be impossible to lay down a 
maximum standard of decibels that would be applicable 
under all conditions. Although it is easy to sympathize 
with those to whom noise is an unmitigated nuisance, 
its regulation in all circumstances is impracticable. It 
is one of the penalties which society has to pay for the 
advance of mechanization and all the other counter- 
balancing amenities which it brings. 





Passing Comments 


British Filter Popular Overseas 


T is curious that, although it has been available for many 

years in this country, the Glacier centrifugal oil filter is 
more extensively used by overseas vehicle and engine 
manufacturers than it is in its country of origin. This 
fact came to light last week when the Glacier Metal Co., 
Ltd., announced the introduction of a new small centri- 
fugal filter—the G.F.O.—suitable for small engines as 
used in cars and light delivery vans. 

At present, Glacier centrifugal filters are fitted in this 
country by Albion, Bristol, B.M.M.O., and Dorman, whilst 
overseas they are used by such concerns as Berliet, Scania- 
Vabis, and various American companies. Russian 
Byelaruss farm tractors also are stated to be operated 
satisfactorily with British Glacier-type oil filters, engine 
oil-change periods having been increased from 100 to 250 
hours. 

Another important Glacier development which has been 
on the stocks for several years is the p.t.f.e. oilless bush, 
and here again it is significant that many of the inquiries 
received by the Glacier sales organization from prospec- 
tive British customers have arisen as a result of this type 
of bush being advertised in American journals, the bush 
being made under licence in the U.S.A. 

The use of p.t.f.e. bushes, which have been shown to 
operate successfully for many thousands of hours without 
any kind of attention, could be an important development 
in respect of steering and suspension systems, for instance. 
An oilless bush would be much more compact than a 
rubber-bonded bearing of similar capacity at the end 
of a trailing arm used with an air suspension lay-out. 


A New Form of Air Bed 


MANY people have heard or read about the idea of 
supporting what would normally be a road vehicle on 

a bed of air, so that it could run almost frictionless. This 

is no doubt very futuristic, because there might_ be 

extremely difficult problems in the.way of braking and 

Steering, quite apart from the fact that the surface over 

which it “ran” would have to be flat. 
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The point is, however, that this same principle has been 
used for a long time in a neat device employed at the A.E.C. 
works. One use for. it is to make easy the moving by hand 
of heavy cylinder heads on the base plates of certain 
machines. For this purpose the device takes the form of 
a plate, about }-in. thick, in the centre of the base of which 
is a hole of ;4-in. diameter commynicating with an edge of 
the plate, where there is a connection to a supply of air 
compressed to about 60 lb. per sq. in. Here there is also 
a valve operated by a small button. 

When no air is issuing from the hole, the plate with 
its load can be moved only with great difficulty, but 
immediately the button is pressed, it can be slid about with 
ease on its air cushion. 

This system is applied in various ways and has been 
found greatly to facilitate material handling during various 
production processes. 


New Steel-cord Tyre 


A DEVELOPMENT by the Firestone Tire and Rubber 
Co. of America is the production of a new steel-cord 
truck tyre with one main-ply which is claimed to give up 
to twice the mileage on driving wheels as compared with 
those of textile-cord construction. The W-2 tyre, as 
it is called, has been in process of development since 1938, 
and has been subjected to more than 5m. miles of testing. 
Other claims for it are that it develops up to 100 degrees F. 
lower temperature when operating under conditions which 
normally result in the building up of considerable heat that 
can be destructive and even be the cause of fires, gives less 
loss of power, better adhesion because of its larger ground 
contact and a softer ride. 

The wires run at a zero angle from bead to bead, but 
the running area of the tread is strengthened with up to 
five bands of steel cords which restrict tread movement. 
Each cord is made from 39 fine wires with a diameter of 
.0058 in., this wire being made in Belgium, and it is plated 
with brass to provide adhesion with the rubber. The present 
tyres are tubed, but development may result in a tubeless 
product. 
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Some Cutting Remarks 


AVE you ever tried cutting plate-glass with either a 

diamond or a wheel? If you have done so without 
breaking off more than you wish, then you are either 
fortunate or an expert. If you have not been particularly 
successful, then a visit to see the experts at one of the 
three Triplex factories would open your eyes as to the 
apparent simplicity of the process. 

There, some years ago, diamond cutters were generally 
employed, but these can fail suddenly at awkward 
moments and easily ruin a valuable sheet. Now, cutting 
wheels are used almost exclusively, and always with oil, 
although paraffin, whilst not so good, can be used in an 
emergency. 

Long experience has shown that when cutting by hand, 
these wheels will work efficiently for about 1,000 ft. of 
glass, but in this work machines prove much better, for 
similar cutting wheels in these will cope effectively with up 
to 10,000 ft., although replacement wheels for the hand 
cutters cost_only 24d. each. 

In dealing with, say, a windscreen, from a 4-in. plate, 
the cutter moves along the inside of a track of the correct 
shape, then the operator draws his hand cutter from the 
inscribed mark to the edge of the plate, and breaks the 
unwanted glass away complete and unbroken, except at 
the one place marked, looking almost like a picture frame.

Signals by Day or Night 

A NOTE found recently in a suggestions box read simply: 
“Guv'nor. Don’t you think we could have winkers on 

the lorries?” This gave food for thought, as, despite 

correctly given hand signals by drivers of heavies, drivers 

of other vehicles overtaking, even with headlights on, some- 

times find it difficult to see a hand. 

Some new commercial vehicles with winkers give 
extremely bright signals, which are apparent to any traffic 
overtaking at night, no matter what their speed. The 
difference between these and hand signals is so great as 
sometimes to create misunderstanding. 

It seems particularly important that with the higher speeds 
that are to be allowed on our new roads, the best possible 
system should be employed. Many drivers would certainly 
feel happier with good indicators or winkers. 

In a recent Parliamentary reply, Mr. G. R. H. Nugent 
said that the Government were considering the question of 
requiring additional lights on the sides of vehicles, and 
combinations of these, where of exceptional length; 
it was considered, however, that the present obligatory 
front and rear lamps and reflectors are adequate for slow- 
moving vehicles of normal length. Drivers of commercial 
vehicles are renowned for their good road behaviour, and 
almost invariably signal, but an accident can easily occur 
if the signal is either not seen or recognized.

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Purchase Tax Off: Big Cut 
in P.S.V. Licence Duty 


T= abolition of purchase tax on goods-vehicle chassis, announced by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer in his Budget speech on Tuesday, is 


the best news the road transport industry has had for a long time. 


It will 


release a flood of orders which have been held in suspense and will 
particularly benefit the specialist vehicle manufacturers. 


Another important concession is an 
immediate reduction of the Excise duty 
on public service vehicles to a third of 
the present rate. The minimum annual 
duty will be £12. The annual tax on a 
32-seater becomes £28 l6s., on a 44- 
seater, £36, on a 60-seater, £45 12s., and 
on a 72-seater, £52 16s. 

Minor changes have been made in the 
tax on heavy oil. Oil used in a subsidiary 
engine mounted on a vehicle will not be 
chargeable with duty. [The Commercial 
Motor campaigned for this concession 
some time ago.] Duty will not be pay- 
able also on fuel used in vehicles which 
do not travel on the roads to an extent 
which requires them to be licensed as 
road vehicles. 

The Chancellor said bus operators had 
been placed in increasing difficulties in 
maintaining services, particularly in rural 
areas, and he was satisfied that they 
should be given some relief. The most 
practicable way of doing so was to reduce 
the annual duty on public service vehicles 
with more than eight seats. The cut of 
about two-thirds would apply to licences 
taken out at the old rate. 

Investment allowances would be 
restored, amounting to 20 per cent. on 
new plant and machinery, and 10 per 
cent. on buildings. In addition, expendi- 
ture on new plant and machinery would 
be eligible for the 10 per cent. initial 
allowance and buildings for 5 per cent. 


Savings to be Made 


S. Buckley, The Commercial Motor 
costs consultant, writes: The removal of 
purchase tax reduces the price of a 5-cwt. 
van from about £425 to £370. In the 
case of five typical oilets, the price of a 
14-ton van diops from £975 tuo £835, of 
a 4-ton truck from £1,100 to £920, of a 
7-ton truck from £1,625 to £1,350, of a 
six-wheeled “rigid” from £3,850 to 
£3,140, and of an eight-whecled “artic” 
from £4,940 to £4,320. 

The reduction in operating costs which 
lower prices will bring about can be 
demonstrated in relation to a 5-ton petrol- 
engined lorry averaging 400 miles a week, 
a 10-ton articulated oiler (800 miles) and 
an eight-wheeled rigid (1,200 miles). 

Dealing with the 5-tonner, the first 
three items. of standing costs—licences, 
wages, and rent and rates—would remain 
at 13s., £8 19s. and 10s. 6d. a week, 
respectively. The reduction in the price 
of the vehicle from £1,190 to £996 will 
lower the insurance premium from 
12s. 10d. to 12s. Sd. a week. 

Interest on the initial outlay will be 
12s. a week, instead of 14s. Sd. The total 
weekly standing costs will be reduced 
from £11 19s. 9d. to £11 6s. 11d. 

The first four items of running costs 
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—fuel, 3.75d. a mile, lubricants, 0.23d., 
tyres, 1.28d., and maintenance, 2.22d.— 
will remain unchanged, but depreciation 
will drop from 1.73d. to 1.40d. per mile. 
Previously, £900 was left to be written 
off, after making allowance for tyres and 
residual value, but the amount is now 
reduced to £730. 

Total running costs per mile will now 
average 8.88d., as against 9.21d., whilst 
the operating costs per mile at 400 miles 
a week will be 15.69d., instead of -16.10d. 
The total operating cost per week is 
£26 10s., against £26 17s. 

With the 10-ton “artic” now costing 
£2,800 instead of £3,170, the cost of 
insurance drops from £1 7s. 2d. to £1 6s. 
a week and interest from £1 17s. 11d. to 
£1 13s. 7d. Total weekly standing costs 
are reduced from £14 10s. 4d. to 
£14 4s. 10d. 

With the amount to be written off 
reduced from £2,500 to £2,180, deprecia- 
tion cost per mile falls from 3.25d. to 
2.27d., and the total running cost from 
11.72d. to 11.19d. Operating cost per 
mile becomes 15.46d., instead of 16.07d., 
and at 800 miles a week the weekly 
operating cost drops from £53 Ils. to 
£51 11s. 

A big saving will be shown with the 
eight-wheeler, the price of which is 
reduced from £4,890 to £3,950. Weekly 
insurance drops from £2 4s. to £2 Is. 7d., 
and interest from £2 18s. 8d. to £2 7s. 5d. 
Total standing costs are cut from 
£18 3s. 6d. to £17 9s. 7d. Depreciation 
costs 2.78d. a mile, instead of 3.57d. At 
1,200 miles a week the operating cost is 
reduced from 20.09d. to 19.17d. a mile, 
and from £100 9s. to £95 17s. a week. 


LEYLAND BASIC PRICES CUT BY 
UP TO £100 
EDUCTIONS of £100 in the basic 
prices of Octopus eight-wheelers, and 
of £50 in Comet models were announced 
on Wednesday by Leyland Motors, Ltd. 

With the abolition of purchase tax the 
overall saving in the cost of a Leyland 
eight-wheeler is more than £1,000. The 
purchase tax on the Comet was more 
than £400, so that the total saving is 
nearly £500. 

Previously, the purchase tax paid on 
the higher basic price of the Comet 
greatly widened the difference between 
its selling price and those of mass- 
produced vehicles. With purchase tax 
abolished and the basic price reduced, 
the Comet becomes more keenly competi- 
tive with quantity-produced models. 

These cuts came as a surprise to the 
industry, particularly as Leyland 
absorbed the last two engineering wage 
awards without raising the prices of their 
products. 
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Haulage Pay Claim 
Heard Yesterday 


HE claim of the unions for an 

increase of 10s. a week for road 
haulage workers was heard yesterday by 
the Road Haulage Wages Council. The 
employers’ panel met on Wednesday to 
consider their reply. 

Apart ‘from an increase in wages, the 
employees sought overtime payment at 
time-and-a-quarter after the first three 
hours, instead of six hours, and a day’s 
holiday pay as well as double time for 
work on a statutory holiday. Another 
demand was for the definition of the 
holiday period as from May 1 to 
September 30. 


SUPPORT FOR DRIVERS’ 10s. PAY 
CLAIM 

HE haulage drivers’ claim for an 

extra 10s. a week has been welcomed 
by the Scottish Horse and Motormen’s 
Association. In a_ resolution they 
claimed that drivers could not support 
their families unless they worked exten- 
sive overtime. 

“The present application for a 10s. 
rise is considered reasonable and 
moderate,” said the resolution. ‘“ We 
call on all drivers and mates of A- and 
B-licensed vehicles to support it.” 


R.H.A, MUST ADVISE ON 
BY-PASS TIPPERS 


HEN applications are heard for addi- 

tional tippers in connection with the 
new Doncaster by-pass, the Yorkshire 
Licensing Authority is looking for guid- 
ance from the Road Haulage Association 
as to whether vehicles can be found from 
the existing pool. 

The Authority, Maj. F. S. Eastwood. 
made this clear at Bridlington, last week, 
when he pointed out that he had already 
received an application for a large num- 
ber of vehicles. These, he suggested, 
should be challenged by the Hull, Shef- 
field and Leeds sub-areas of the R.H.A. 

N.T.S. (Yorkshire), Ltd., Leeds, have 
applied for a new B licence for 100 
tippers of 3} tons unladen to be acquired 
for work in connection with the by-pass. 


DROP IN BUS RECEIPTS 
CONTINUES 
TATISTICS issued by the British 
Transport Commission show a 
continuing decline in coach and bus 
receipts, Traffic revenue from London 
Transport’s road services dropped from 
£13,188,000 in the first 12 weeks of 1958 
to £11,926,000 in the corresponding 
period this year. Provincial and Scottish 
bus receipts declined from £12,103,000 to 
£12,020,000. 

Rail passenger revenue advanced from 
£25,172,000 to £25,448,000, but total 
freight receipts fell from £81,495,000 to 
£74,975,000.

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Scottish Bus Runs Regularized 


HEN Scottish Omnibuses, Ltd., and 

the Western S.M.T. Co., Ltd, 
appeared before the Eastern Traffic Com- 
missioners at Cambridge last week, the 
chairman, Mr. W. P. S. Ormond, 
described their application as “curious 
and unique.” 

The two companies, who operate ser- 
vices to London from Edinburgh and 
Glasgow respectively, were granted varia- 
tions of their backing authorizations, to 
allow them to pick up and set down 
passengers at Eaton Socon and Biggles- 
wade. 

The “curious and unique” character 
of the applications lay in the fact that the 
companies had operated these, and other, 
stops for 30 years apparently in error. 

The proceedings opened with an 
exchange of submissions by Mr. J. B. T. 
Louden, representing the Scottish Bus 
Group, and Mr. J. A. Hines, for the sole 
objectors, Buckmaster Garages, Ltd., 
Leighton Buzzard. The applicants’ point 
was that Buckmaster’s objection did not 
fall within Section 72 (3) of the 1930 Act, 
in that they did not provide facilities in 
the area and that “ wasteful competition ” 
did not arise. 

Mr. Hines retorted that they provided 
transport in Bedford, within 11 miles of 
the route, and crossed it with their East 
Coast excursions. Moreover, they had 
filed an application for express services 
from Bedford to Glasgow. 

Mr. R. M. Palmer, special duties officer, 
Scottish Bus Group, apologized for their 
unintentional indiscretions in the past and 


added that no licensing records, concern- 
ing the present case appeared to have 
been kept for 1938 and later years. 
Between January and December, 1958, 
nearly 1,000 passengers had made use of 
their stops at Eaton Socon and Biggles- 
wade. 

From his office records, Mr. Ormond 
was able to clarify the licensing position. 
Western S.M.T. first operated in Decem- 
ber, 1932, when there were no restrictions 
in the Eastern Area and fare stages were 
authorized at Buckden, Biggleswade and 
Baldock. In 1938, however, the company 
said that they no longer required Buckden 
and Biggleswade, which were duly deleted. 
In 1949, no stops were indicated between 
Stamford and Baldock. 

Scottish Omnibuses took over from 
Scottish Motor Traction in 1950, but from 
1932 until 1935, when Biggleswade was 
added, there were no pick-up points in 
the area. In 1950, the words “ Pass 
Biggleswade ” appeared on the company’s 
literature, but this apparently was 
regarded as a mere point of interest to 
the passenger and did not represent a 
departure time. “Pass Eaton Socon” 
appeared in 1954, and remained in the 
timetable until recently. 

The Metropolitan Traffic Commis- 
sioners recently granted the two com- 
panies picking-up points at Golders 
Green, North Finchley, Welwyn Garden 
City, Stevenage and Baldock. Applica- 
tions for Barnet and Hatficld were 
refused. 


Rural Operator Seeks Popular Trips 


F rural bus operators are to continue 

operating unremunerative, stage  ser- 
vices, they must be allowed to subsidize 
them with excursions and tours to 
popular seaside resorts, the Yorkshire 
Traffic Commissioners were told last 
week. Mr. J. Evans, for Booth and 
Fisher, Halfway, near Sheffield, said this 
was not only in the operators’ interests, 
but also in the interests of the public. 

Booth and Fisher wanted to modify 
their excursion licences from Dronfield 
and Killamarsh, both granted in 1956, 
which listed 61 resorts. Mr. Evans 
explained that Dronfield was now con- 
fined to eastbound tours and Killamarsh 
was restricted to westbound working. 
But out of all the destinations named 
there were only three popular ones 
Filey, Blackpool and Rhyl. 

Objectors were British Railways. 
Sharpe Bros. (Beighton), Ltd., Sheffield 
United Tours, Ltd., Grant and McAllin. 
Ltd., Park Garages (Swallow Nest), Ltd.. 
and Sheffield Joint Omnibus Committee. 
After hearing some of the evidence, the 
Commissioners adjourned the case until 
April 10. 

Mr. Evans said it was proposed to 
delete some of the less popular destina- 
tions and add excursions which would 
include Scarborough, Bridlington, Clee- 
thorpes, Skegness and London on the 


Dronfield licence, and Southport, More- 
cambe, Manchester, Chester and New 
Brighton on the Killamarsh licence. The 
concern also wanted to increase the 
vehicle allowance on each licence from 
one to two on any one day and to add 
picking-up points at Kiveton, Wales and 
Mosbrough. 

He pointed out that East Midland 
Motor Services, Ltd., who operated stage 
services in an adjoining area, had been 
granted excursion facilities and had not 
objected to the application. 

* 


Agreement on Objection 

Mr. Fred Sharpe, a director of Sharpe 
Bros., said there was an agreement 
between East Midland and Booth and 
Fisher whereby no objection would be 
made against East Midland’s application 
if the Mosbrough picking-up point were 
granted. 

Mr. Evans replied that before the war 
the people of Mosbrough had their own 
excursion operator, but now they had to 
travel a considerable distance to join 
coaches. East Midland and Park Garage 
had both been allowed additional facili- 
ties since the grant to Booth and Fisher 
in 1956. It seemed Mr. Sharpe was 
putting his own interests before those of 
the public in Killamarsh, Mosbrough 
and Halfway. 
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“fF” Licence Loophole 
in Act Misused 


HE loophole in the 1933 Traffic Act. 

which allows farmers to carry their 
neighbours’ goods under C licence, has 
been misused over the years by people 
using the cloak of being engaged in 
agriculture. This was stated last week 
by Mr. J. A. T. Hanlon, Northern 
Licensing Authority, when a _ farmer- 
haulier applied for the renewal of a two- 
vehicle B licence. 

He was Mr. R. Davidson, Ainstable, 
Penrith, who said he had used a C-licence 
vehicle when he could not do all his 
work under B licence. He had carried 
goods for farmers living within five miles 
of Ainstable. 

Adjourning the application, Mr. 
Hanlon pointed out that Mr. Davidson 
had only 50 cattle, yet he had undertaken 
haulage for 109 people supposed to be 
in the locality and engaged in agriculture. 
For these customers he had carried 4,400 
cattle, over 26,000 sheep, 1,500 pigs and 
1,000 tons of other goods. 

To this, Mr. G. N. Worthington, for 
Mr. Davidson, submitted that the two 
B-licence vehicles had also been engaged 
in the work. 

Mr. Hanlon continued: “I shall 
consider your previous conduct as a 
carrier of goods with a C licence and a 
handful of cattlke—carrying thousands of 
sheep for hire and reward for over 100 
people under this loophole in the Act. 
I shall have the matter investigated and 
seriously consider whether you are carry- 
ing unlawfully and whether you shall be 
prosecuted.” 

He said Mr. Davidson should have put 
his cards on the table and asked for 
more B-licence facilities instead of using 
a loophole which had been a source of 
great loss to genuine hauliers 


B.T.C. AND COUNCIL LOSE 
APPEALS 

WO appeals have been dismissed by 

the Minister of Transport in 
decisions released on Tuesday. One was 
by the British Transport Commission 
against the grant of additional picking-up 
points to Mr. W. T. Nash on an express 
service from West Bromwich to Paignton. 
The grant was made by the West Midland 
Traffic Commissioners, of whom Mr. 
W. P. James is chairman. 

The Minister agrees that there was 
evidence of need for the additional points 
to reduce the present inconvenience to 
Mr. Nash’s passengers. There might be 
some abstraction of traffic from British 
Railways, but as Mr. Nash’s vehicle 
allowance was not increased, it would 
not be great. 

The other appeal was by Martley 
Rural District Council against the West 
Midland Traffic Commissioners’ decision 
to change a fare stage at Knightwick on 
services operated by the Birmingham and 
Midland Motor Omnibus Co., Ltd., 
between Worcester and Leominster and 
Hereford and Worcester. The Minister 
holds that the change would not cause 
substantial hardship

With these figures in mind the B.T.C. 
are proposing to withdraw the service 
(The Commercial Motor, March 27). 
They will put their case on April 24 to 
the East Midlands Transport Users’ Con- 
sultative Committee, when attention will 
be drawn to “ serious and growing losses ” 
on the tramway. 

The B.T.C. say that, in general, fares 
on buses, which they propose to take the 
place of the tramway, will be higher. But 
it is pointed out that if trams continue on 
the route fares might have to be doubled 
to eliminate the present losses. If the 
tramway is closed the B.T.C. estimate that 
it will represent a saving of £49,400 a 
year.

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Favourable Reception 
for Budget 


ENERAL reaction of the commercial- 

vehicle industry to the Budget was 
favourable concerning the reliefs, but of 
disappointment in respect of _ the 
maintenance of the fuel duty. These were 
the comments made by various 
organizations on Tuesday night:— 


Society of Motor Manufacturers ‘and 
Traders: “* The motor indusiry gratefully 
welcomes the fact that purchase tax on 
goods-vehicle chassis~ is abolished. By 
encouraging home sales and promoting 
higher levels: of employment, and more 
economic levels of production, these changes 
will assist our manufacturers in maint: aining 
competitive prices in the sales drive abroad. 

‘The Society regret that, with certain 
minor .exceptions, the duty on fuel is to 
remain at its present exorbitant level.” 


British Road Federation: “ In the widest 
sense, the commercial rodd uset would secm 
to have a fair share of the Budget, but the 
B.R.F. are disappointed that the fuel tax 
is. unchanged. The. purchase-tax abolition 
is particularly welcome.” 

British Electric Traction: ** We are greatly 
disappointed that fuel tax has not been taken 
off. ~Money saved as a result of the cut in 
Excise licences will. be devoted to the main- 
tenance of services, especially in rural areas. 
This. reduction. is equivalent, in effect, to a 
cut of 4d.'a‘galloh in fuel tax.’ 

Traders’ Road“ Transport Association: 
*-The decision to abolish the purchase tax 
on goods-vehicle chassis is welcome news. 
The tax was initially imposed with the object 
of limiting home-market sales to stimulate 
exports, and this need has disappeared. We 
have been urging for some time that the tax 
should be ended.” 

Lord Rootes: ‘‘ This is a Budget which 
should help the country’s export trade. The 
abolition of the tax on commercial-vehicle 
chagsis is an indication that the Government 
have recognized that transport is a great 
factor in production costs. Industry at large 
will, I am sure, be grateful.” 

Road Haulage Association : Welcoming the 
abolition of purchase tax on goods-vehicle 
chassis, Mr. R. ‘Morton Mitchell, chief 
executive officer, added that the reference to 
duty on heavy oils for subsidiary engines 
was a little obscure and required more study, 
but it was obvious that the Chancellor did 
not intend to end the situation under which 
the railways enjoyed tax-free fucl for diesel 
trains with which they competed with road 
hauliers. 

Simms Motor Units, Ltd.: Mr. G. E. 
Liardet, chairman, stated that the elimina- 
tion of the purchase tax on goods-vehicle 
chassis must tend towards an overall reduc- 
tion in costs and prices of goods in shops.

Lesson in Economics 


for Mr. Davies 


PEAKING at the annual dinner of 

Bedford Sub-area of the Road Haul- 
age Association on Wednesday, Mr. R. B 
Brittain, chairman of the Eastern Area, 
gave Mr. Ernest. Davies, the Labour 
Party's principal exponent of renationali- 
zaticn, a lesson in economics. Referring 
to Mr. Davies’ statement that the Labour 
Party would not pay for the goodwill of 
haulage businesses, Mr. Brittain said:

*But Mr. Davies is, perhaps, right in 
thinking this goodwill would not be worth 
paying for if the Labour Party managed 
to bamboozle the electorate into voting 
for them on some red herring or other, 
so that the party could claim a mandate 
to put into effect every crack-brained and 
dogmatic pipe-dream in the noddles of its 
rabid Left Wingers. All the goodwill that 
free-enterprise service has created would 
vanish like the nationalized railways’ 
profits the moment the State bureaucracy 
stepped in.” 


RATEPAYERS’ “ VICTORY ”

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Complete User Change 
Prevents Grant 


FTER taking over the shares of 

Bailey’s (Widnes), Ltd., in 1953 and 
signing renewal application forms for an 
A licence, the new directors deliberately 
embarked on a complete change of 
normal user. 
- This allegation was made by Mr. A. W 
Balne, objecting for the British Trans- 
port Commission, when the A _ licence 
renewal application came _ before the 
acting North Western Deputy Licensing 
Authority, Mr. C. Duncan, at Liverpool 
on Tuesday. 

The A licence specified “ mainly tood- 
stuffs, egg boxes, castings and steel wire 
within 25 miles.” 

Mr. A. G: Bingham, a director of 
Bailey's, said traffic for Turners Asbestos, 
Ltd., from Widnes all over the country 
had grown from a very small proportion 
of their work to about 80 per cent. of the 
total. business. 

There had been a_ corresponding 
decrease in foodstuffs formerly carried, 
he explained. When the 25-mile 
restrictions were lifted, at the time of 
denationalization, the company thought 
they were free to operate over long 
distance. 

They now wanted a normal user which 
would include asbestos goods in Lan- 
cashire, Yorkshire, ~ Eastern Counties, 
Midlands and elsewhere as required. 

Adjourning the hearing, Mr. Duncan 
said there appeared to be a complete 
change of operations and with the 
information before him he could not 
possibly make the grant. 

It was an old-established company, 
however, and he was: loath to refuse the 
application. He hoped that much more 
detailed information of destinations and 
tonnages, plus proof of need would be 
available for the next sitting. 


“HAULIERS RATTED ON 
INDUSTRY ”—ALLEGATION 


N allegation that some leading 

hauliers “ ratted ”* on the industry at 
the time of nationalization was made last 
week by Maj. G. Rolf, public relations 
officer to the Dudley sub-area of the 
Road Haulage Association. 

Maj. Rolf made this remark when pro- 
posing Mr. Joseph Walsh as chairman, at 
the sub-area’s annual meeting. He 
explained that the people to whom he 
was referring had secured the best jobs 
under nationalization. 

‘In view of the Socialist threat to 
renationalize the haulage industry,” said 
Maj. Rolf, is now more than ever 
necessary to appoint leaders of the 
highest integrity.” Mr. Walsh was elected 
as chairman for the fifth consecutive 
year. 

Mr. Joseph Male, who was elected 
vice-chairman, said he would fight 
nationalization with the same vigour as 
he did last time and hoped that members 
of the industry would stand together and 
fight the issue if and when it faced the 
industry. Mr. Male reported that “a 
considerable fighting fund ” was available 
to counter renationalization threats. 
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Former Directors Now 
Dock Competitors 


HEN William Harper, Ltd., Liver- 
pool hauliers, dispensed with the 
services of a director, Mr. R. G. Harper, 
last year, they also lost another director 
Mr. J. Mylrea resigned. In company 
with 14 members of the company’s staff, 
the two men set up as dock clearance 
and forwarding agents in the city, and 
last month they acquired a_ special 
A-licence vehicle. 

This story was told at Liverpool, on 
Tuesday, when Harper and Mylrea, Ltd., 
asked for a new B licence to acquire two 
vehicles for “general goods, excluding 
coal and household removals, within 
10 miles.” They faced no opposition. 

Mr. H. D. Mace, for the company, 
said William Harper, Ltd., had done dock 
haulage since 1860 and both Mr. Harper 
and Mr. Mylrea were on the board until 
last year. They had spent all their 
working lives dealing with dock traffic 
and when they set up their own company 
they soon acquired a substantial business 
with hired haulage. 

The application was supported by 
Thompson and Charnock, Ltd., grain 
importers. Mr. J. B. Charnock, a 
director, said Harper and Mylrea were 
handling grain formerly carried under C 
licence. Dock clearance work had also 
been turned over to them. 

Mr. C. Duncan, acting North Western 
Deputy Licensing Authority, said the 
application was a substantial one by a 
newcomer, but it was unopposed and 
there was evidence of need so the two 
vehicles would be granted. 
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**Good Start Made on 
Substitutions ”’ 

N the first stages of A licences being 

substituted for special A licences, the 
Licensing Authorities have made a good 
start. This was stated on Tuesday by 
Mr. R. N. Ingram, national chairman of 
the Road Haulage Association, at the 
annual luncheon of the R.H.A.’s East 
Midland area. 

He said that in dealing with applica- 
tions the Authorities had shown a proper 
regard to the interests of trade and 
industry and to the transport industry 
itself. However, he criticized the Trans- 
port Tribunal’s findings in the Knight 
and Hesketh cases, saying that they 
represented a bad testing ground and bad 
case law. 

Two other appeals also concerned a 
change in normal user—the cases of the 
British Transport Commission versus H. 
Pike, and the B.T.C. versus T. Roberts 
(Haulage Contractors), Ltd. 

[In these two cases, reported in The 
Commercial Motor on February 27, the 
B.T.C. are appealing against changed 
normal users granted to the operators 
by the Yorkshire Licensing Authority. 
The hauliers are supported by the R.H.A. 
in the appeal.] 

Mr. Ingram thought the transport 
industry had to expect a certain degree 
of control, but flexibility had to be 
shown in dealing with licences. Although 
the 1933 Act included the question of 
normal user, the Ministry of Transport 
had indicated that A licences should 
provide freedom of operation. 


Hauliers Not Customer Witnesses 


HREE furniture removers who sup- 

ported another removal company’s 
application for an additional vehicle were 
accused at Liverpool, on Tuesday, of 
merely trying to increase the number of 
pantechnicons in their pool. British Road 
Services (Pickfords), Ltd., claimed that 
there was no evidence to justify the grant 
of a 34-ton pantechnicon to H. Wilkinson 
and Sons, Ltd., Liverpool. 

For the company, Mr. H. D. Mace 
said the three Merseyside removers sup- 
porting the case were finding it hard to 
keep pace with the amount of work in 
the area. If an additional vehicle would 
be detrimental to the trade, Wilkinson's 
free enterprise competitors would be just 
as much affected as Pickfords. 

On Pickfords’ behalf, Mr. A. W. Balne 
submitted that the substantial increase in 
earnings shown in the past six months by 
Wilkinson’s vehicles was obviously 
mainly due to the removal of hire 
purchase restrictions. This had resulted 
in additional carrying of new furniture. 

At present, he said, Wilkinson’s three 
A-licence pantechnicons were only two- 
thirds engaged on long-distance removals, 
but they would be released for more of 
this work if the additional vehicle were 
granted. Already Liverpool had an 
abundance of removal vehicles, many of 
which were not fully employed. 

The three supporting removers were 
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fellow members of the National Associ- 
ation of Furniture Warehousemen and 
Removers, so their evidence, aimed at 
getting another pool vehicle, should not 
be accepted as making out a prima facie 
case. In any case, the figures produced 
did not show the difference between new 
furniture haulage and removal work. 
Evidence in support of one should not 
be accepted as proof of need for the 
other. 

In reply, Mr. Mace pointed out that 
skill was required no matter what type 
of furniture was being carried, and it 
was impossible to differentiate between 
new furniture haulage and removals 
work. The company could not accept 
Pickfords’ offer to withdraw provided the 
application was restricted to new 
furniture. 

Refusing the application, Mr. Duncan 
said that on the question of whether 
there was any inherent difference 
between ordinary furniture removals and 
the carriage of new furniture the 
material factor was the purpose of the 
carriage rather than the skill required. 
But he accepted Mr. Balne’s view that 
they were two different classes of work. 

Hauliers could not be accepted as 
customer witnesses, he said, adding that 
one of those who gave evidence had 
been prepared to oppose an application 
by a non-member of the N.A.F.W.R. 
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Midland “Red” to Seek 
Higher Fares 


O help meet increased costs of about 

£250,000 a year, the Birmingham and 
Midland Motor Omnibus Co., Ltd., are 
to seek fare revisions. The last increases 
came into operation on September 23%, 
1957. 

It is now proposed to apply a mileage 
scale and to increase only those single 
and scholars’ return fares which are 
below the scale. In addition, fares up 
to 83d. will be increased by not more 
than 4d., those from 9d. to Is. 11d. by 
not more than Id., and from 2s. upwards 
by not more than 2d. 

In the case of workmen’s and miners’ 
fares, it is proposed that returns from 
103d. to ts. 114d. inclusive shall be 
increased by 2d., and’ returns over 2s. 
by 3d. 

Glasgow Corporation have _ been 
granted increases in a reserved decision 
by the Scottish Traffic Commissioners, 
but the idea of eliminating the 4d. fare 
has been rejected. This will mean a 
£250,000 cut in the estimated additional 
revenue of £810,000. 

The new schedule includes the reten- 
tion of the existing two stages for 3d. 
and three stages for 4d., but for fou: 
stages the fare goes up to 5d. 


DAVID BROWN LINK 

WITH U.S. COMPANY 
PLAN which will link two century- 
old power transmission equipment 
manufacturers in Great Britain and the 
United States was announced jointly this 
week by Mr. David Brown, chairman and 
managing director of the David Brown 
Corporation, Ltd., and Mr. James Fagan, 
president of Foote Bros., Gear and 

Machine Corporation, Chicago. 

Subject to the approval by Foote Bros.’ 
stockholders of a reclassification of the 
company’s capital stock, at a meeting to 
be held on May 6, David Brown will 
acquire a substantial minority interest in 
Foote Bros. The David Brown Corpora- 
tion will be represented on the American 
company’s board by Mr. David Brown 
and Mr. Allan Avison, deputy managing 
director. 

The David Brown organization is one 
of the principal engineering combines in 
Great Britain. The Foote Bros. Corpora- 
tion is widely known in the power 
transmission field and pioneered the 
development of the enclosed gear drive 
in America in 1895. 


THE SALESMAN’S DUTY

customer is suitable for the job required 
of it, according to Mr. A. H. Bull, execu- 
tive director and mining sales manager of 
Oldham and Son, Ltd., the battery and 
electrical manufacturers. 

Addressing the Northern Management 
Conference at Southport, during the 
week-end, he said manufacturers must 
be concerned with preventive mainten- 
ance, which included ready availability 
of spares, comprehensive instruction 
books and good design. 
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Mixed Reception for 
Road Expenditure 


HE increased expenditure on roads in 

the 1959-60 Civil Estimates has been 
greeted by the British Road Federation 
as a welcome trend. At the same time, the 
Federation’s April Bulletin repeats earlier 
warnings that unless Treasury approval 
is given soon for a new road programme. 
authorizations for expenditure under the 
existing one must tail off. 

It states: “ The recent announcement by 
the Minister of Transport about levels of 
expenditure in the region of £60m. a year 
cannot alter the fact that the volume of 
authorizations left for the two remaining 
years of the programme is comparatively 
small. The urgent need is for a continu- 
ing expansion of road building activity. 
ind the announcement of a new pro- 
gramme is imperative.” 


MORE BOTTLENECKS TO GO IN 
£618,000 SCHEMES 
ORK is expected to start in the 
autumn on the construction of dual 
24-ft. carriageways for a distance of 1} 
miles between Banstead and Burgh 
Heath, on the main London-Reigate road 
(A217). The scheme is estimated to cost 
£218,000. The improvements will include 
several bus laybys and redesigned road 
junctions. 

Another project due to be started in 
the autumn is the }-mile western section 
of the Southampton Inner Ring Road. 
It will run west of Above Bar Street 
from the junction of Civic Centre Road 
and Havelock Road, to join the eastern 
section of the Ring Road at its junction 
with High Street. The carriageway is 
to be 33 ft. wide and will have two 
footways. The cost is estimated at 
£400,000. 
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Greater Speeds May 
Bring New Pay Claim 


N four days time the national com- 

mittee of the busmen’s section of the 
Transport and General Workers’ Union 
will meet, and high on the. list of 
important agenda items for discussion is 
a new campaign for higher wages or 
shorter hours. 

The 25-strong committee, composed 
of rank and file busmen, appear to be in 
the mood for planning a new campaign. 
The national passenger group secretary, 
Mr. Frank Townsend, told = The 
Commercial Motor: “ This subject is 
always uppermost in the minds of com- 
mittee members.” 

Bus men point out that productivity 
has increased since the last reduction of 
working hours, in 1947, and the Union 
officials, who are reported to be some- 
what pessimistic about the prospects of 
a wage claim, are more likely to back 
the committee if a drive is made for 
shorter working hours. 

The action will probably hinge on the 
Government’s decision on the proposal 
to raise the speed limit of commercial 
vehicles to 40 m.p.h. 

If the speed limit is raised and bus 
working schedules are trimmed, the 
busmen are expected to argue that 
greater productivity will result, and they 
will claim a share in the anticipated 
greater profits of the bus and coach 
operators. 

It would appear, however, that there 
is not any degree of agreement in the 
Union as a whole on the maiter of a 
further pay increase should local or long- 
distance bus schedules be changed. 
Nevertheless, the Union are determined 
that members will benefit from any 
changes that come about.

Irregularities Must be. Cleared Up 


AULIERS’ operating costs in the 
Hull area have generally risen during 
the past 12 months because too many 
vehicles are usually available, yet haulage 
rates have gone down by 14 to 26 
per cent. in the same period. The 
Yorkshire Licensing Authority, Maj. 
F. S. Eastwood, heard this at Bridlington 
last week, from Mr. Harold Hunter. 
managing director of Hunter's of Hull 
Transport, Ltd., who opposed an applica- 
tion by Coastal Transport, Ltd., Hull, to 
transfer two special A vehicles from the 
North Western Area to their Hull base. 
Hewson Bros. (Hull), Ltd... Key Ware- 
housing and Transport Co.,_ Ltd., 
Chapman Shield Transport and the 
British Transport Commission also 
objected. 

Mr. A. Fawden, Coastal Transport 
manager, said they had no garage in 
Manchester, only an agency. As a result 
there were administrative and operational 
difficulties. If the application were 
granted the vehicles would do the same 
work and cover the same areas as they 
had during the past five years. The rest 
of the fleet—11 A-licence vehicles and

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Pickfords Oppose Bid 
for W.D. Haulage 


TRONG opposition was put forward 

by the British Transport Commission 

at Bristol, last week, when Rusher Bros., 

Salisbury, tried to vary their 13-vehicle 

B licences so that they could carry 

military stores and equipment within 50 
miles. 

Mr. T. D. Corpe, for Rusher Bros., 
said the concern already had a contract 
A vehicle working for the Royal Army 
Service Corps and operated a vehicle 
on special A licence. Their B licences 
had various conditions and it was pro- 
posed to tidy them up, as Rusher Bros. 
had recently been prosecuted for carrying 
unspecified traffic. 

Mr. Reginald Rusher said in evidence 
that all his vehicles were tippers and he 
had no intention of entering the general 
haulage field or starting a_ parcels 
service. 

For the B.T.C.. Mr. J. Amphlett said 
they were concerned about Rusher Bros. 
plan to extend into the carriage of 
military stores. Between September 1 
1958. and March 16, 1959, B.R.S 
(Pickfords), Ltd.. had supplied 163 
vehicles to Bulford Military Camp. 

Mr. S. W. Nelson, Western Licensing 
Authority, said he realized the danger 
However, he would grant common 
conditions for the vehicles, with an 
extension for three of them covering War 
Department goods within 50 miles. Six 
vehicles would also be allowed to carry 
agricultural goods within 25 miles. 


RAIL WILL “LICK THE PANTS” 
OFF HAULIERS 
HE railways are going to “lick the 
pants” off road haulage when their 
modernization scheme gets into its stride, 
according to Mr. T. H. Summerson, 
chairman of British Railways’ North 
Eastern Area board. 

Addressing Darlington Rotary Club he 
said the railways had been handicapped 
by having to use old equipment when 
their competitors were buying new 
vehicles, but now the tide was turning. 

Road transport would not stand a 
chance against railway competition for 
long-distance traffic, he forecast. This 
“plum” would soon be recaptured, 
leaving hauliers to do their proper work 
—collection and delivery together with 
short hauls. 

However, hauliers should not be 
despondent when they saw their traffic 
being taken away, he suggested. Instead. 
they should realize where their real 
usefulness lay and concentrate on it.

1955 and was licensed to run on the last 
Saturday in July and the first four in 
August. 

Demand from Ibstock had gradually 
decreased, and the vehicle allowance had 
never been used to the full.

“PRIVATE HAULIERS KEEP DOWN 
SHOP PRICES” 


REE-ENTERPRISE road haulage, by 

keeping competition alive in the 
world of transport, keeps down the costs 
of industrial production and the cost of 
distributing what is produced. This 
point was stressed last week by Mr. 
R. N. Ingram, national chairman of the 
Road Haulage Association, at the annual 
dinner of the R.H.A.’s North Western 
(Western) Area. 

“This means,” he explained, “ that 
the ordinary man and woman pays lower 
prices in the shops than might have been 
justified by the pressure of all the other 
costs which go to make the price of a 
manufactured article.” 

Discussing road taxation, Mr. Ingram 
pointed out that road users paid a bonus 
to the ordinary taxpayer because they 
contributed more to national funds. 

Mr. Ingram added that many active 
Socialists were not enthusiastic about the 
transport nationalization plans. It was 
only a few of the Socialist “ higher 
hierarchy * who were determined to have 
their fling; they hoped to persuade the 
public that the payment of colossal 
subsidies for a nationalized transport 
system was a good investment.

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G.P.O. Not in Favour 
of Amber Lights 


REQUEST by post office workers 

that a number of postal vans be 
fitted with amber headlights has been 
rejected by the G.P.O. authorities. The 
request was put forward as an experi- 
mental idea with the ultimate aim of 
complete conversion of all postal 
vehicles. 

Before reaching a decision the Post 
Office consulted the Road Research 
Laboratory, who said: “* Measurements of 
seeing distance in yellow and white light 
showed that a neutral-coloured object 
was seen almost equally well in light of 
either colour. 

“ Tests involving meetings between two 
vehicles, in which the opinions of 20 
drivers were obtained under realistic 
driving conditions, showed that just over 
half of the drivers preferred white light 
when meeting another vehicle, although 
more than half thought the oncoming 
yellow light was less glaring. Almost all 
drivers preferred their own beam to be 
white.” 

The Laboratory added that the real 
need was for uniformity in the aim, 
intensity and design of headlamps, rather 
than the colour of the bulbs. 

The Post Office have agreed to review 
the idea should further research into night 
driving produce fresh information. 


DRIVERS ENTITLED TO GOOD 
SEATING 


ITTING machines to men, and not 

the other way round, is important to 
the Post Office, which has 34,000 vehicles 
the drivers ‘of which are, for instance, 
entitled to a “ decent” seat. 

This remark was made by Mr. E. 
Marples, Postmaster-General, addressing 
a conference on ergonomics at Oxford 
on Monday. Speaking about the design 
of cars, he criticized the lack of fully 
adjustable seats. Pedals were out of 
reach of many people, and the range 
of adjustment often inadequate.

ELEBRATING their silver jubilee, 
Progressive Motor Coaches, Cam- 
bridge, last week took delivery of a fleet 
of nine Bedford-Duple Super Vega 
coaches, supplied by Arlington Motors, 
Ltd., Sudbury, Suffolk. The keys of the 
vehicles were handed to Mr. A. E. Harris, 
proprietor, by the Mayor of Cambridge. 
The vehicles are 33-41-seaters of maxi- 
mum overall dimensions. Two of the 
consignment, in the livery of Harvey's 
Coaches, Ltd., a subsidiary company, are 
scheduled to undertake an_ extensive 
Continental touring programme and are 
arranged to carry 36 passengers.

Split-shift Dispute 
at Edinburgh 


OME 2,000 busmen may eventually be 
involved in a dispute with the 
Edinburgh Transpost Department over 
the corporation’s proposal to introduce 
split-shift working. 

The busmen have indicated that the 
proposals, designed to give more 
economic working, will mean extending 
the working day over a period of perhaps 
14 hours. 

Until now Edinburgh has had con- 
tinuous shift working, but Glasgow and 
some other Scottish centres have operated 
split-shift working, involving three or 
four working periods each day. 

Garage meetings to discuss the matter 
have been held by Edinburgh busmen, 
but no formal proposals have been 
tabled. The Transport and General 
Workers’ Union’s alternative suggestion 
is the raising of minimum fares and dis- 
continuation of some less economic shifts 
after 7 p.m. 


New Big 4 X 4 Snow Plough 


ESIGNED for use in conjunction with 

proprietary rotary snow-plough units, 
a 4 x 4 chassis has been introduced by 
Douglas Equipment, Ltd., Cheltenham. 
The use of two reduction gearboxes in 
addition to the standard gearbox gives 
the vehicle a snow-clearing operating 
speed of 300 yd. per hour. The normal 
road speed is 30 m.p.h. 

The snow-plough carrier is based on a 
10-ft. 6-in. wheelbase chassis and it is 
powered by a Commer six-cylindered 
petrol engine developing 85 b.h.p. at 3,100 
p.m. and 202 Ib.-ft. torque at 1,200 
rp.m. This drives through an 11-in.- 
diameter single-dry-plate clutch to a four- 
speed synchromesh’ gearbox, behind 
which is a special crawler gearbox con- 
nected through a Layrub-jointed shaft. 

The crawler box has ratios of 3.89 and 
1 to 1. The low ratio is intended for snow 
clearing only. The drive then passes 
through another Layrub joint to a trans- 
fer box which has the same ratios as the 
crawler box, but also gives {front-wheel 
drive when required. The lowest available 
bottom-gear overall ratio with the stand- 
ard 6-to-1 axles is 654 to 1. 

Spiral-bevel final drives are employed in 
the front and rear axles, and semi-elliptic 
springs and telescopic shock absorbers are 
fitted all round, with rubber buffers 
between the axles and chassis frame. The 
worm-and-sector steering has a hydraulic 
servo as standard, and Dunlop Trakgrip 
9.00-20-in. tyres are mounted on all 
wheels. The hydraulic brakes have a 
vacuum servo, and the mechanical hand 
brake is effective on both axles. 

A trunnion mounting is provided at the 
front of the chassis for the snow plough, 
which is lowered from its normal 
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travelling position by twin hydraulic 
rams. The jockey wheels normally 
necessary with snow ploughs to support 
the weight of the equipment when 
travelling are not required in the Douglas. 

The plough is driven by a 130 b.h.p. 
petrol engine at the rear of the chassis, 
the drive passing through a conventional 
clutch and gearbox to a special reduction 
gearbox which relays the transmission to 
the side of the chassis. An oil engine is 
offered as an alternative. 

The standard forward-control cab has 
seats for a driver and passenger, but an 
extra-large cab can be provided for 
additional crew. The body enclosing the 
plough engine includes locker space for 
manual equipment. 
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Parking Meters: T.R.T.A. 
Keep on the Alert 


HE battle waged by Traders’ Road 

Transport Association to ensure that 
facilities are provided for commercial 
vehicles in parking meter zones is dis- 
cussed in the annual report of the 
T.R.T.A.’s London and Home Counties 
Division. 

The report refers to the introduction of 
parking meters in Westminster and St. 
Marylebone and it shows that the 
T.R.T.A.’s experience in putting the case 
for commercial vehicles has varied. West- 
minster City Council “ acknowleged the 
assistance given by the T.R.T.A. in help- 
ing to overcome early teething troubles 
involving commercial vehicles.” 

Already, says the report, the T.R.T.A. 
have had an opportunity to study detailed 
proposals for the extension of the scheme 
to the rest of Mayfair and they are satis- 
fied that, in general, adequate safeguards 
have been made for goods vehicles. 

On the other hand, it is pointed out, 
so far as the St. Marylebone scheme is 
concerned, the T.R.T.A. entered “ strong 
objections ” on several counts at the time. 
A ban on the parking of goods vehicles 
at all but two of the metered parking 
places was considered unreasonable 
because drivers often needed to stop for 
reasons besides loading and unloading. 

This point, says the report, was 
accepted by the inspector who conducted 
an inquiry into the scheme, but it was 
not clear whether amended regulations 
could be instituted. 

** As the proposals stand, it is virtually 
impossible for a* goods vehicle which is 
not stopped for loading or unloading to 
halt in the Zone for the driver to get a 
meal or for a service engineer to do 
repairs in nearby premises.”

OME 40 bus companies in England 

and Wales affiliated to the British 
Omnibus Companies’ Public Relations 
Committee will on Monday inaugurate 
a courtesy campaign designed to spread 
goodwill between their staffs and the 
public and regain lost traffic. “Life is 
brighter for courtesy” is the theme 
adopted by the organizers. 

Each company is conducting its own 
campaign, but assistance in the form of 
posters is being supplied by the central 
authority. The posters will be supple- 
mented by Press publicity, and in some 
instances by public addresses by local 
dignitaries. An approach is also likely 
to be made to schools. Some municipali- 
ties are joining the movement. 

The campaign has already got under 
way—somewhat before the official 
starting date—in the north of England. 


CO-ORDINATION NEEDED 


HE need for co-ordination of trans- 

port services in Scotland was urged 
by Cllr. Peter Meldrum, convenor of 
Glasgow Transport Committee, when he 
spoke at the Scottish section dinner of the 
Institute of Transport in Glasgow. In 
many parts of Scotland today, he said, 
too many services, passenger and goods, 
were chasing too few customers. 

“The Scottish Transport Council was 
formed in 1945 to co-ordinate the various 
Scottish transport undertakings,” said 
Cllr. Meldrum, “ but nothing has been 
heard of that committee since the day it 
was formed. Whether it is still in being is 
a mystery and whether it will ever report 
is a greater mystery! If the committee 
is not going to act, then the public service 
undertakings in Scotland should come 
together to work out these problems.”

Review Raised 
HE question of a comprehensive 
review of Sheffield’s excursion 
facilities is raised in an appeal decision 
released on Monday. 

Appeals by the British Transport 
Commission, Hirst and Sweeting, Ltd., 
Park Garage  (Swallownest), Ltd., 
Sheffield Corporation, Sheffield Joint 
Omnibus Committee and Sheffield United 
Tours, Ltd., against additional excursions 
and tours granted by the Yorkshire 
Traffic Commissioners to Sansam Bros. 
(Sheffield), Ltd., have been dismissed by 
the Minister of Transport. The new 
trips are from Sheffield, to Scarborough, 
Bridlington, Cleethorpes, Skegness and 
the Yorkshire coast (circular). 

The Minister agrees generally with 
the observations and conclusions of Mr. 
J. R. Willis, who heard the appeals. In 
particular he agrees that Sansam Bros. 
established a good claim to operate 
excursions to the coastal resorts. 
Although the probable abstraction of 
traffic from the appellants’ services was 
not negligible, it was not sufficient to 
outweigh the other factors in favour of 
Sansam Bros. 

S.U.T. submitted at the hearing that 
no operator should be-* allowed to 
abstract traffic from others without a 
comprehensive review of  Sheffield’s 
excursion facilities. Apparently the 
Traffic Commissioners contemplated such 
an inquiry in 1952, but did not hold it. 
The Minister does not accept the argu- 
ment that such a review was an essential 
preliminary to the proper consideration 
of the applications or the appeals.

HE latest version of the Muir-Hill 
10B 3-cu.-yd. dumper made by E.

Top-gear Acceleration 


High and low axle ratios showed a 
big difference when making the direct- 
drive test between 10 m.p.h. and 
30 m.p.h. With the low ratio engaged 
these speeds were reached in average 
times of 13 seconds and 26.1 seconds 
respectively, whilst with high ratio 
engaged—which caused the trans- 
mission to be rather rough between 
10 m.p.h. and 15 m.p.h.—average 
figures of 21 seconds and 39.5 seconds 
were recorded. The low-ratio direct- 
drive acceleration figures are good for 
a vehicle of this weight with a 
relatively small engine, as are all the 
“ through-the-gears”” times obtained. 

Braking distances were equally 
satisfactory and were most consistent 
from each speed. Rear-wheel locking 
occurred because of the reduced con- 
tact area of the cross-country tyres. 
The maximum Tapley meter reading 
recorded when making stops from 
both 20 m.p.h. and 30 m.p.h. was 
71 per cent. A hand-brake stop from 
20 m.p.h. produced the commendable 
Tapley meter figure of 48 per cent., the 
sudden application of this brake 
causing the rear wheels to lock. 


Gradient Tests 


From Barton the tipper was driven 
out to Bison Hill, the usual gradient 
employed on Bedford tests. This is 
4-mile long, with an average slope of 
1 in 104, the steepest section being 
1 in 6$. The climb was made in an 
ambient temperature of 52° F. in a 
total time of 4 minutes 14.8 seconds 
and the radiator coolant temperature 
rose from 145° F. to 168° F. 

The normal severe fade test was 
then carried out. This entailed coast- 
ing down the hill in neutral, relying 
on the foot brake to restrict the speed 
to 20 m.p.h., and lasted some 23 
minutes. 

As is usual, I engaged top gear and 
applied full throttle, driving against 
the brakes, on the lower section of the

produced a Tapley reading of 49 per 
cent.—showing a reduction in 
efficiency of 0.22g. compared with the 
previous figures obtained with cold 
drums. 

Pedal travel had increased by 
3+5 in. during this descent. A second 
stop made 24 minutes after the first 
showed recovery to be fairly rapid, a 


meter figure of 56 per cent. being 
obtained, whilst the pedal travel 
increase had been reduced to 23 in. 
Returning to the | in 64 section, the 
hand brake held the tipper easily, 
although the drums were still hot from 
the fade test. An easy quarter- 
throttle restart was made in first high, 
a somewhat optimistic attempt to 
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restart in second low only just failing. 

A restart could probably be made in 
this set of ratios on anything up to | 
in 44, whilst with the low axle ratio 
engaged restarts should be possible on 
gradients of at least 1 in 34, which is 
more than adequate for most tipper 
operations, both on and off the road. 

The load was disposed of in the 
Whipsnade Zoo area, to the delight of 
an unsuspecting man who was stopped 
and asked whether he could use 6 cu. 
yd. of gravel and realized that it was 
just what he required for his garage 
entrance. During unloading it was 
noted that the tailboard release lock 
was stiff to operate and that the tip- 
ping ram stuck half-way during the 
lowering of the body. This was freed 
by jumping the chassis forward. 


Rear-wheel Spin 


The load was tipped at the top of a 
slippery slope and it was observed 
that, even despite the advantageous 
rear-axle loading, some _ rear-wheel 
spin occurred when reversing up the 
gradient. 

Next the unladen vehicle was taken 
back to the Barton course, where a 
reasonably high-speed unladen fuel- 
consumption test returned figures of 
27.5 m.p.g. and 30.2 m.p.h. Combina- 
tion of the two laden and unladen 
figures obtained during this test would 
suggest that, neglecting fuel used when 
tipping, on the site and so forth, an 
average road consumption rate of 
about 21 m.p.g. should be obtained. 

At this point it is perhaps appropri- 
ate to quote figures taken with this 
vehicle by Colin Prebble shortly 
before I tested it. One set was 
obtained over a 122-mile run with a 
1}-ton overload. The consumption 
rate was 14.8 m.p.g. and -the average 
speed, 27.6 m.p.h. 

A second set of figures was then 
taken with the vehicle at the weight 


as tested by me. A trip over a 924- - 


mile circuit gave also similar results— 
14.7 m.p.g. and 27.8 m.p.h.—suggest- 
ing that the addition of the normal 
overload experienced in tipper work 
hardly affects fuel economy at all. 

It had been arranged with John 
Laing and Son, Ltd., that the lorry 
should be worked for half a day on 
one of the sections of the London- 
Yorkshire motorway, near Farley Hill 
in the Luton area. A wide cutting is 
being made from ground which con- 
sists mainly of chalk and old clay. 
This was being loaded by a 22 RB 
drag line with a 1-cu.-yd. bucket, an 
eight-bucket load weighing in the 
region of 74-8 tons. 

With about 8 cu. yd. aboard, the 
Bedford was driven from the excava- 
tion site on to the main road—a 
distance of a quarter of a mile—and 
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then driven hard to the tip, which 
was some 2.8 miles away from the 
site. Additional running at the tip 
accounted for another half-mile or so 
and the round trip back to the drag 
line—an overall distance of 5.8 miles 
—took just under 30 minutes. 

A calibrated fuel test tank was used 
during this exercise and at the end of 
the run a reading showed that five 
pints of fuel had been consumed, 
giving an overall consumption rate of 
9.3 m.p.g. Although this may appear 
heavy, it must be remembered that 
nearly 14 minutes were spent waiting 
in the queue of lorries at the digger 
with a further four minutes at the 
tipping site, the actual running time 
being only about 12 minutes. 

This round trip was repeated several 
times and on one occasion the engine 
was switched off whenever the oppor- 
tunity occurred while waiting to be 
loaded. This is apparently the custom 
of other drivers at this site when a 
long wait is foreseen. Although the 
engine was switched off for some 
quarter of an hour of the total trip 
time of 27 minutes, the amount of fuel 
used was almost identical. Only 
under the most favourable conditions 
would a round figure of 10 m.p.g. be 
obtained on this sort of work. 

The last load was collected from a 
slightly different part of the site. It 
was loaded by a 22 RB digger with a 
2-cu.-yd. bucket and, against the 
advice of the digger operator, we 
asked for five bucket loads to give 
about the same payload as the drag- 
line previously used. 

As the vehicle was standing on 
sticky clay at the time, it is hardly 
surprising that its rear end sank. The 
spare wheel, which is slung horizon- 
tally under the near-side frame mem- 
ber, was bogged down and we had to 
be dragged out of the initial slime by 
a bulldozer. 


Ample Engine Power 


Once clear of the heavy ruts, how- 
ever, the Bedford pulled away happily 
from the site and a weighbridge check 
showed that it had been loaded with 
nine tons of clay and chalk. This was 
a 50-per-cent. overload in terms of 
payload capacity. The engine was 
able to deal with it comfortably and it 
did not cause instability or signs of 
inadequate braking. 

My only criticism of the vehicle as 
regards off-the-road work is_ the 
vulnerably low spare-wheel mounting. 
Indeed, the lorry would be better off 
without a spare wheel if some alterna- 
live position cannot be found for it. 
Not only is it liable to stop forward 
motion under severe conditions, but it 
is susceptible to damage from rocks. 
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There is also the inconvenience of 
clamping bolts becoming clogged with 
mud. 

Both on and off the road the tipper 
handled superbly. The steering was 
first class: it was light to operate, with- 
out any trace of wander and with a 
useful degree of castor action. The 
steering wheel requires seven turns to 
take the wheels from lock to lock, but 
this did not seem to be a disadvantage. 

The lorry rode well on normal road 
surfaces, both with and without load, 
and although the engine idling is a 
little rough, the degree of engine noise 
penetrating the cab was commendably 
low. The engine pulls well in all gears, 
having a lively top-gear performance, 
and the overall spread of gear ratios 
is well suited to the engine characteris- 
tics, as, of course, it should be with 
an engine, gearbox and two-speed rear 
axle all made by the chassis manu- 
facturers. 

Comfortable Cab 

The cab gives a high degree of 
driving comfort. The wide, deep one- 
piece windscreen, affords good forward 
vision, but also creates a false impres- 
sion of speed. Frequently, when I was 
driving at what I thought was 30 m.p.h. 
the speedometer showed 40 m.p.h., 
whilst the maximum speed of 
50 m.p.h. did not really seem at all 
fast. 

All the controls are well placed. A 
slight criticism is that none of the 
instrument-panel Knobs is labelled and 
a driver unfamiliar with the vehicle 
could get into difficulties in operating 
the lights, stopping the engine and so 
forth. 

Time did not allow maintenance 
tasks to be conducted, so one of the 
principal advantages of normal-control 
—good engine accessibility—could not 
be put to the test. Visual inspection, 
however, revealed that all the under- 
bonnet units and accessories were easy 
to reach, whilst maintenance of the 
rest of the chassis should follow 
normal Bedford practice. 

The Bedford J6ST1 12-ft. 10§-in.- 
wheelbase normal-control tipper, with 
Bedford 300-cu.-in. oil engine, has a 
basic chassis price of £1,120, plus 
£257 18s. 3d. purchase tax. The stan- 
dard cab adds a further £75 to the 
standard pricé. The complete tipper as 
tested has a basic price of £1,440, plus 
£257 18s. 3d. purchase tax. 

Additional equipment fitted to the 
test vehicle included telescopic dampers 
at the rear axle (£6 17s. 6d. including 
tax) and 9.00-20-in. (12-ply) rear and 
spare tyres (£38 6s. 10d. including tax) 
The equivalent tipper with Bedford 
six-cylindered petrol engine has a basic 
price of £1,315, plus £226 13s. 3d. 
purchase tax.

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Ltd., constitutes the final link in a transport 
chain that leads from nearly all sugar- 
producing countries, including lands as far away 
as Java and Hawaii, to various centres in Britain. 
Importers and distributors of molasses, the com- 
pany own the Athel shipping lines by which it is 
collected from different parts of the world. 
The product is derived from sugar cane which 
is crushed, the sugar being extracted and leaving 
various juices. The commodity is collected and 
stored in huge tanks, from which it is transhipped 
to Britain, here being largely used for mixing 
with meals in the manufacture of cattle food. 
Molasses is also used in the manufacture of 
‘industrial aleohol and yeast, for the binding 
element for foundry core sand, and has a place 
in leather tanning.

On arrival in Britain, the product is off-loaded into tank 
installations at Liverpool, Birkenhead, Avonmouth, Dagen- 
ham, Hull or Greenock. Both road and rail are used for 
onward distribution, the road fleet headquarters being 
situated in Liverpool. To ensure an efficient and flexible 
service to the buyers, the company operate 45 molasses- 
carrying vehicles, 32 being Scammell rigid eight-wheelers 
and 13 Seddon Mark 8 articulated six-wheelers. 

All are tankers, with the exception of one platform unit 
which is employed for the delivery of molasses in drums. 
In addition there are two service vans. The eight-wheelers 
generally have a capacity of 2,100 gal., although some of 
the new ones will handle 2,380 gal. For such large 
vehicles the gallonage might well appear to be on the low 
side, but it has to be borne in mind that molasses weighs 
144 lb. per gallon. 

The bulk of the fleet is stationed at Liverpool, where the 
transport manager, Mr. T. Williams, has his office. After 
some experience in the motor industry, Mr. Williams joined

arrange deliveries for vehicles stationed in their own terri- 
tories, the working of the fleet on a national basis is 
governed from Liverpool. The nature of the traffic is such 
that most workings can be planned well in advance, the 
rosters being subject to adjustment should there be last- 
minute alterations to customers’ requirements. 

As has already been indicated, practically all the traffic 
consists of bulk loads, some of which are discharged to 
points above vehicle level. The tanks are fabricated in 
high-quality mild steel. In the past, where it has been 
necessary ‘to deliver to a point above the vehicle tank level, 
a Scammell-designed three-cylindered radial water-cooled 
compressor has been used in conjunction with the eight 
wheelers, this being actuated from the gearbox power take- 
off and supplying 60 c.f.m. of free air. In the case of the 
Seddons, a smaller single-cylindered compressor is used in 
conjunction with a Reavell SA 4 pump, the output being 
approximately 17 c.f.m. 


Flexible Piping 

Later experience has revealed that the discharge of the 
product above ground level is best effected by the employ: 
ment of a positive-displacement gear pump. The outlet 
from the pump is through a union which links up with 
4-in. flexible piping that is carried on the vehicle in 6-ft. 
and 12-ft. lengths. 

Increased use is being made of lightweight plastics piping, 
which is more flexible than the conventional type, as well 
as being easier to handle. Apart from working efficiency, 
the advantages of using the positive-displacement pump 
include the ability to fabricate the tank in lighter metals, 
thus giving a better payload. Furthermore, the system 
avoids the necessity of the periodic inspection of the

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both lighter weight and better flow characteristics to the 
pump. An additional point is that the highly polished tank 
is not painted, and the reduction of expense to some extent 
offsets the higher initial cost. The first vehicle so equipped 
has been in use for 18 months, and close observation of its 
performance is continuing. 

A further interesting experiment was the fitting of one of 
the articulated Seddon six-wheelers with a special positive 
gear pump. Normally some difficulty arises in the arrange- 
ment of the drive on articulated outfits, but this problem 
has been overcome by the evolution of an unusual slip 
coupling which is engaged only when the vehicle comes to 
rest in the discharge position. 

Although the device is not claimed to work when the

outfit is fully articulated, it is good for 
operation at angles up to 12°-15°. The 
coupling is a product of the company’s 
workshops and most of the necessary 
components were manufactured there. 
An American Roper pump is used with a 
capacity of 10 tons per hour, which can 
be delivered to a height of 25-30 ft., 
although in isolated cases this lift may be 
exceeded. 

The fleet serves the entire country with the possible 
exceptions of South Wales and the very north of Scotland, 
the vehicles on average covering a radius of 80-100 miles 
from the various installations. Loading is by gravity from 
overhead containers which are auxiliaries to the bulk tank 
farms. Some three-quarters of the fleet is engaged on long- 
distance work, the Liverpool vehicles running to Man- 
chester, Birmingham and other places farther afield. 

Units on local deliveries operate chiefly in the Liverpool 
docks area, the distance rarely exceeding four miles a trip. 
One of the longest runs is the daily journey from Liverpool 
to Bristol, on which a changeover of drivers takes place 
at Kidderminster. 

The nature of the company’s work calls for the vehicles 
to operate over a wide area in winter, when molasses from 
beet grown in Britain is available. At this time of the year, 
a number of drivers will be working away from Liverpool 
for as long as two months, their centres of activity includ- 
ing south-east England, Lincolnshire and the Peterborough, 
King’s Lynn and Harwich areas. Because of the varied 
nature of their work, special consideration is given to the 
domestic requirements of the driving staff and a number of 
arrangements is made to assist their welfare. 
cls 
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As the drivers’ record sheets are received they are care- 
fully examined, and should there appear to be any incon- 
sistencies they are returned for amendment by the individual 
concerned. For this purpose a printed card has been 
prepared which is attached to the offending sheet. This 
gives details of all the stock complaints, the drivers being 
instructed to deal with those underlined and to return both 
card and sheet to the Liverpool garage. 

A counterfoil is retained in the file which shows the date 
on which the card was dispatched and the serial number of 
complaints against the particular driver. The 27 points 
enumerated include references to weights, destinations, 
starting and finishing times, speedometer readings, 
expenses, weight notes and receipts. 

An excellent relationship exists between the road trans- 
port staff and the management, and Mr. Williams told me 
that this had been achieved by the maintenance of good 
conditions of work. A number of relatively minor items 
testified to the company’s regard for the employees’ comfort, 
it being noted that cabs on the vehicles in the garage 
were equipped with Chapman drivers’ seats, also heaters 
and screen demisters. So as to ensure that a reserve of 
drivers shall be available to meet emergencies, the engineer- 
ing staff is fully manned with men who are qualified to 
operate heavy vehicles and can replace absentees. 

A variety of maintenance facilities exists at the Liverpool 
headquarters, these including a small machine shop, a forge, 


a body shop where replacement cabs are built, storage 
facilities for the maturing of their own timber, drills and 
presses. There is also equipment for welding and brazing 
and for the repair of plastics wings. 

Tyre maintenance is carried out in England by the 
Marsham organization and in Scotland by Briggs, but at 
Liverpool there is an extensive tyre shop with machines for 
vulcanizing and the recutting of treads. Cylinder lining 
work and crankshaft regrinding are contracted out, but 
otherwise maintenance is performed in the headquarters 
workshops. A steam generator provides an effective means 
for vehicle cleansing. 

Central-point mechanical lubrication is standard on the 
fleet and, particularly in view of the vehicles being away 
from Liverpool for lengthy periods, has proved a most 
satisfactory arrangement. Drivers who are working away 
from home are allowed certain time for the checking of 
tyres and for the making of routine inspections. 

Generally, however, maintenance is performed at the 
~nain depot which also undertakes periodical painting. 
Vehicles that are out-stationed at the various installations 
are serviced by driver-mechanics on the spot and are visited 
at intervals by a mobile workshop. 
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Minor troubles, whether arising accidentally or from 
wear and tear, are dealt with by agreement with members 
of the motor trade, but where major attention is needed the 
units concerned are always returned to Liverpool. Here 
the shops are open continuously throughout the 24 hours 
so that vehicles working locally can be examined each 
night after return from duty. Full advantage is taken of 
the week-end when the long-distance lorries, which are 
operating a five-day week, can be given a detailed check. 

Drivers are constantly reminded that no vehicle should 
be taken on the highway if there is any doubt regarding its 
roadworthiness, and they regularly report suspected troubles 
for action by the maintenance staff. 

The Scammells are given a top overhaul, together with a 
thorough inspection, at 50,000-mile intervals, continuing to 
175,000-200,000 miles, at which stage they are stripped 
down, rebuilt and repainted. At this juncture, the Gardner 
engines are overhauled in the company’s own workshops. 
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The Scammells are run on a calculated life of 15 years. 

As the Seddons are usually engaged on the shorter- 
distance journeys, they have the benefit of constant super- 
vision. For these full advantage is taken of the Perkins 
Perpetuity scheme and these engines are not completely 
overhauled in the United Molasses workshops, as figures 
suggest that such a procedure would be uneconomic. The 
Seddons’ calculated life is 10 years. 

Mr. Williams examines the work recorded on all the 
job sheets. The various main items are extracted and 
recorded on a card-index system, together with an indica- 
tion of the fitter concerned so that in the case of a failure 
an immediate check can be made. Running-cost figures are 
taken out on an annual basis, which includes allocations 
in respect of the vehicles, buildings and plant employed. 

Altogether the fleet of United Molasses transports 
approximately 200,000 tons of molasses and covers about 
14m. miles a year. 





Bird’s Eye —

S hauliers have such difficulty in securing permission to 

erect garages among residential property, I was interested 
to see how Mr. John Hutchings, of Four Marks, Hants, had 
solved the problem. After a long battle with the planning 
authorities, culminating in an appeal, he has erected an 
unobtrusive workshop and garage, measuring 60 ft. by 40 ft., 
on a site in a road. lined by red-brick bungalows. 

He has worked on the principle that the best way to distract 
attention is to confuse the eye. His bungalow is built of yellow 
stocks, with a green tiled roof, and provides a further con- 
trast with the neighbouring property by being placed at an 
angle to the frontage instead of parallel with it. A _ single- 
storey office of similar design is being built next to the 
bungalow and in the background, at a different angle, is the 
workshop and garage, also constructed of yellow stocks. It 
can accommodate six vehicles and is equipped for paint 
spraying, welding and other work. 

A large garden extends around the front and side of the 
site, at the bottom of which is a matured red brick wall with 
sheds and a yard behind it. The whole enterprise has been 
carried out with good taste and without disturbing local 
amenities. The planning authorities must now be wondering

Hidden Links 

HY are bakers so secretive about their transport operations? 

The answer seems to be that many apparently independent 

companies are controlled by one or two large groups, whose 

directors are strangely allergic to publicity. The reason for 
their shyness seems to be worth further consideration.

Plessey Develop Hydrastatic Transmission 


YDRASTATIC _ transmission for 

vehicles is being developed by the 
Plessey Co., Ltd. at their Swindon 
establishment. This fact was revealed 
to a representative of The Commercial 
Motor who visited the works last week, 
but details of research will not be 
released yet. 

Companies making hydraulic com- 
ponents, as well as vehicle manufac- 
turers, are known to be working on the 
application of hydraulics to transmission 
and suspension, but the greatest problem 
appears to lie in achieving marked 
advantages over traditional systems in 
order to justify the higher cost. 


Plessey hydraulic pumps are _ incor- 
porated in many farm tractors, industrial 
trucks and civil-engineering plants. A 
speedy spare-parts exchange scheme is 
offered and, in addition, the company 
have equipped a Land-Rover to test com- 
ponents on various types of appliance 
under service conditions. 

This vehicle is used for experimental 
purposes as well as to check equipment 
which has broken down. To detect a 
failure, it is necessary to measure the 
fluctuations in the hydraulic pressure at 
selected points in the circuit of the 
machine under inspection. This is 
achieved by coupling the suspect pump 


to two oscilloscopes carried in the 
Land-Rover. 

Variations in pressure, picked up by 
transducers, create corresponding fluctua- 
tions in electric current, and these cause 
traces to be made on the screens of 
the instruments. Each oscilloscope can 
“read” from two points, so that four 
points in a circuit may be examined 
simultaneously. If more than four points 
are connected to the instruments, then 
selected pressures may be read at choice. 

The instrument screens may be photo- 
graphed, and the film developed on the 
vehicle, so-that it is not necessary for the 
film to go back to base for processing.

which it has adhered for many years. 
“The time has come when we have 
got to go out and sell coal,” was how 
one merchant put it to me. Another 
thought that the National Coal Board 
should do more to maintain the con- 
sistency of quality of coal. 

“ A customer might have an installa- 
tion designed for a certain grade of 
fuel,” he explained, “and we would 
undertake to supply him, but no matter 
how well we might serve him, our 
efforts would be negatived if the coal 
weren't consistently of ‘the standard 
required.” 


Hint to Producers 

This hint to the producers was 
echoed by several other tfaders, and 
concerns what seems to be the chief 
step that could be taken to maintain 
coal sales, overriding any improve- 
ment that could be made in methods of 
supply. A striking example of new 
thought applied to selling coal, in the 
domestic-fuel section, is the use of 
56-lb. paper sacks. 

J. H. Bennetts, Ltd., Penzance, 
adopted this means in December, 1957. 
Unqualified success has resulted. “ We 
are now more than ever convinced that 
this method is the future of the 
bagged-coal trade,” Mr. Bennetts told 
me. The company’s sales of “ clean- 
packed” fuel continued to rise, dis- 
proving the argument that the public 
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would not pay the extra cost. It might, 
however, be borne in mind that as the 
price of coal in Cornwall is inflated by 
long-distance transport charges, the 
premium for packaged coal may not 
be relatively as much as in, for 
example, the East Midlands. 
Nevertheless, with rising standards 
of living, the experiment might well 
succeed in other areas. It presupposes, 
however, covered loading facilities and 
the use of roofed vehicles. Bennetts 
have built a depot where lorries tip 
into bunkers and the fuel is fed 
through to the sack-loading machines. 
The packing rate is 120 sacks an hour. 
Not only is fuel delivered in paper 
sacks, it may also be bought at an 
order office, in which case the 
customer can take it home by car. 
This aspect has aroused great interest 
in the coal trade as a possible way of 
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coping with sudden peaks of demand 
in winter. It is envisaged that when a 
customer, caught coal-less by a cold 
snap, has to be told that his order for 
5 cwt. cannot be delivered for two 
weeks, his position could be 
ameliorated by the offer of a 56-lb. 
sack to tide him over for a day or two. 

For the domestic coal trade is 
intensely seasonal, and the position has 
far from been improved by deration- 
ing. Abolition of control was, in the 
public mind, synonymous with 
abundance, and there was probably 
less stimulus last summer to buy at low 
prices than before, when people would 
congratulate themselves on their fore- 
thought in stocking up a rationed 
commodity. But came the cold spells 
this winter and in an hour or two 
merchants received orders for weeks 
of delivery work at full stretch.

The Hargreaves Group have distributive interests mainly in Yorkshire and Lancashire, 

and their business is mainly in the delivery of coal in bulk to industrial consumers. 

Half of the coal is collected direct from pits. Four hundred vehicles, including many 

Albion tippers of this type, are operated and, in general, customers’ reception 

arrangements favour the employment of this simple type compared with more 
complicated types offering powered discharge. 
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Brig. Kenneth Hargreaves, head of 
the Hargreaves Group, whose distri- 
butive interests are mainly in York- 
shire and Lancashire, endorsed the 
need for progressive methods in selling 
coal, but, whilst he told me that he 
thought the wide adoption of paper 
sacks was vital, he felt that this must 
be accompanied by means to stimulate 
summer stocking. A combination of 
low summer prices, backed by good 
advertising, together with the sale of 
fuel in convenient packaged form to 
meet winter peaks, would spread the 
load on the transport system. 

All the traders to whom I spoke 
were more confident that domestic 
sales of solid fuel could be kept up 
than they were about the position in 
the industrial market. Although 
electricity and gas were convenient 
forms of heating, they were more 
expensive than solid fuel, and the 
modern type of slow-burning stove 
was doing much to sustain demand. 


‘ Domestic Outlook 

I did, however, mention to the Coal 
Merchants’ Federation that house-coal 
deliveries in London over the past 
four years had fallen by a third. But 
this, apparently, had not been matched 
elsewhere: in fact, the coal not taken 
up by London was eagerly bought in 
the rest of the country. An assump- 
tion in years past by the N.C.B. that 
demands for house coal would decline 
had led to difficulties whereby urgent 
changes had had to be made.to meet 
current needs for this type of fuel.

view that it should be pursued prim- 
arily for its own sake in reducing 
physical laboriousness than for com- 
mercial advantage: in these days, the 
one leads to the other, in any event. 

He pointed out that the exrent of 
mechanization at any depot was 
governed by its throughput. The lay- 
out of the Charrold-designed depot at 
Palace Gates, in North London was 
appropriate to deal with 55,000 tons 
a year, but where only 12,000 tons was 
being handled the equipment could not 
be as elaborate. 

Clearly, then, the higher degree of 
mechanization, the greater the number 
of small-medium depots that must be 
amalgamated to achieve the optimum 
throughput. Nevertheless, mechaniza- 
tion remains expensive. Like the 
Charrington group, of which Charrold 
are a part, A.C.W. maintain a constant 
survey of their structure to discover 
where such amalgamations can be 
made for the purpose of introducing 
mechanization, and this policy is 
probably common to all big under- 
takings. 

What it spells for the small man 
who cannot but continue to work in 
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the time-honoured way in cramped 
railway ' sidings using rudimentary 
equipment is not, perhaps, hard to 
discern, although one must remember 
that in British commercial life smail 
businesses are often stubbornly tenaci- 
ous. Their future might lie in 
co-Operative working, with joint 
investment in mechanization at a com- 
mon depot, but the retention of 
individual operating identities. More- 
over, in the course of my inquiries | 
detected no expansionist policies by big 
concerns aimed against small busi- 
nesses. A “ live-and-let-live” attitude 
was more apparent. 


One of the first com- 
panies to sell fuel in 
paper bags was J. H. 
Bennetts, Ltd., Pen- 
zance. This method 
involves covered 
filling facilities and 
the use of van-type 
vehicles but, in Ben- 
netts’ case, has paid 
off handsomely. The 
sale of ‘‘clean- 
packed” fuel is seen 
as a means for coping 
with sudden high 
demands and for re- 
taining the popularity 
of solid fuels against 
competition from 
from other modes of 
heating, notably oil. 


One of Charrold’s major contribu- 
tions to mechanization has been the 
conveyor delivery vehicle for bulk 
industrial supplies. It was evolved, 
said Mr. Smith, so that improved ser- 
vice could be given to customers, 
bearing in mind the competition from 
fuel oil (which Charrington also 
supply). 

His claim that the high cost of such 
vehicles could be recouped. because of 
the avoidance of delays in trimming, 
as is necessary when fuels have been 
tipped, was confirmed by A.C.W., who 
have found their Charrold conveyors 
particularly valuable for deliveries to 
premises difficult of access. Har- 
greaves, on the other hand, although 
they too find their conveyor lorries 
satisfactory for serving small premises, 
have many big consumers whose 
stockyards are laid out for tipper 
delivery, and the higher cost of con- 
veyors discourages their adoption. 

For domestic work, Charrold offer 
the Autobagger, a machine which 
undoubtedly reduces physical effort 
but about which reservations were 
expressed. Designed against a metro- 
politan background, it is not of strong 
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appeal to those merchants whose 
custom prevents them from dispatch- 
ing vehicles with loads all of one grade 
of fuel and thus employ “ flat” lorries. 

This is often the case in London, 
but not always so in the, rest of the 
country, except in the immediate 
vicinity of collieries. Greater exploit- 
ation of the Autobagger may be 
possible with the amalgamation of 
small depots into larger units, from 
which suitable loads for it could be 
aggregated. 

Ideas on reshaping coal distribution 
are widely discussed in the industry, 
which is by no means taking oil 
competition lying down. For the 
Hargreaves undertaking, who collect 
half of their coal direct from the pits 
and whose business is mainly in 
industrial fuel, the approach is differ- 
ent, for example, from that of A.C.W. 
The southern concern have an equal 
interest in the industrial and domestic 
markets, besides wholesaling to other 
traders, and take over half of their 
supplies by sea, about a third by rail 
and the rest, nearly all coke, by road. 


Contrasts in Working 

Broadly, Hargreaves collect from 
more points but deliver to relatively 
fewer consumers than do A.C.W. 
Hargreaves have 400 vehicles, nearly 
all of which are tippers, and hire sub- 
contractors to a large extent. 

A.C.W. have 100 tippers to handle 
their industrial trade and 350 platform 
vehicles for the household market. On 
a tonnage basis, therefore, nearly four 
times as many vehicles are required 
to distribute domestic coal as for 
industrial supply. And if this is an 
incubus upon A.C.W., they at least do 
not have to cope with pit loading 
delays. A Hargreaves vehicle may 
sometimes have to wait for three 
hours or more to take on a load of a 
grade in high demand. 


Ideas Exchanged 

An encouraging feature of the coal- 
distributing industry is the extent to 
which the individual companies, often 
through the channels of the Chamber 
of Coal Traders, interchange ideas and 
knowledge of their experience. This 
might be because of the regional 
demarcation of influence of the big 
groups, or the fact that the various 
companies feel that they are all in the 
same boat. 

In the course of my investigations, | 
found with everyone an exceptional 
frankness, and an awareness of aspects 
broader than his own immediate 
purview. My conclusion is that radical 
and progressive changes are afoot in 
this vital activity, even if the present 
outlook is cloudy and uncertain. This 
is taken as a challenge.

Natural Law 


RACKS that may appear from time to time in the 
Corona haulage licensing system never become so deep 

that they threaten the safety of the fabric. The 
people most directly concerned approve of the system in 
general, although they express dissatisfaction with some 
features. Neither within nor outside the transport industry 
is the idea ever put forward of having a radically different 
system, although there is a spasmodic demand for the total 
abolition of licensing. This comes mainly from within 
the Liberal Party, and is inspired by the theory that the 
world would. be a better place if everybody were free to 
do exactly as he liked. 

The opinion outside the Liberal Party, and perhaps to a 
large extent inside it, is that some restrictions are desirable, 
including a curb upon the right to carry goods for other 
people by road. There is also an almost unanimous 
assumption that the best way to apply the restriction is 
through something very much like the present system of 
licensing. 

Complaints about details, in fact, are often that they are 
anomalies or excrescences disturbing the surface of the 
system. Independent hauliers objected when, in the early 
days of nationalization, British Road Services were not 
required to hold licences. There was little practical pur- 
pose in the objection. So far from putting a large number 
of new vehicles on the road, B.R.S. cut down their fleet. 
When they were ultimately brought within the licensing 
system by the Transport Act, 1953, they were operating 
several thousand vehicles fewer than they had acquired. 
The need to have licences has proved no great disadvantage 
to them. Nevertheless, hauliers warmly approved the 
clause bringing B.R.S. within the jurisdiction of the traffic 
courts. It removed an anomaly, even if it had little prac- 
tical effect. 


Privilege Abused 


More noticeable results would follow another reform 
pursued with no success at all by hauliers in agricultural 
areas. They would like farmers to be deprived of the right 
to carry goods for other farmers in their own C-licence 
vehicles. The hauliers do not care or dare to put their 
demand so bluntly. They prefer to complain of the wide- 
spread abuse of the privilege, either by farmers or by 
people pretending to be farmers. Whatever the approach, 
the privilege must be regarded as an anomaly in the present 
licensing system, and hauliers would be less than human 
if they did not grumble about it. 

Other complaints may be concerned merely with admini- 
Stration. It is occasionally said that different Licensing 
Authorities take different views of the law, especially when 
an apparently new point arises, as with the bridging of the 
gap between the expiry of a special A licence and the grant 
of an ordinary A licence for which application has pre- 
viously been made. Over a number of other points the 
danger has arisen in at least one traffic area of open con- 
flict between the Licensing Authority and the representa- 
tives of operators. 

There remain more fundamental grievances, which seem 
always to end in contradictions. At one point there appear 
to be far too many vehicles for the available traffic; on 
another occasion the traffic is there in abundance but the 
vehicles are wilfully starved of it. The Labour Party 
attribute the surplus of vehicles to denationalization and 
to the lifting of the 25-mile limit. There may be something 


in the point, but it is not a complete explanation. With a 
few differences, the 1953 Act restored the position to what 
it was in 1947, when national production was lower and 
there were presumably fewer goods to be carried. 

Conscious of the paradox, but equally conscious of the 
fact that traffic at a proper rate is increasingly hard to get, 
hauliers look for the villain and find him in the clearing 
house. One of the few really structural alterations in the 
law that they persistently canvass is the licensing of clear- 
ing houses, although nobody is clear how this can be done. 
What contributes to the present annoyance of hauliers is 
that, whereas the unlicensed clearing house is free to alight 
on whatever traffic it may covet, they must themselves pick 
and choose with care in case they go too far beyond their 
declaration of normal user. 


Radical Alternative 


With so much confusion, it is odd that the licensing 
system itself is so rarely called into question. Possibly it 
has become so familiar that no other way of regulating 
road haulage seems possible. The Salter committee, and 
Parliament through the Road and Rail Traffic Act, 1933, 
might easily, however, have constructed a completely dif- 
ferent system. A quarter of a century ago, the emphasis 
was on restricting road transport in order that the railways 
might continue in the state of life to which they had 
become accustomed. A radical alternative would have 
been to give the railways complete freedom and impose a 
comparatively mild check upon the growth of road haulage. 

Apart from changes in the status of the railways, there 
are almost infinite variations in the conditions that could 
have been attached to A and B licences. They could have 
been granted for specified routes; they could have allowed 
the holder to operate as many vehicles as he liked; he could 
have had the right to sell a licence or part of it, and been 
relieved of the responsibility of periodical renewal. If 
some or all of these ideas had been adopted, the road 
haulage industry would be very different from what it is 
now. 

For one thing, there would be far more large businesses. 
In recent discussions coloured by the coming political 
conflict, stress has been laid on the virtues of the small man 
who has built up his business steadily but slowly, unladen 
ton by ton. He is honoured as a specialist, with an intimate 
knowledge of a small range of traffics and of the needs 
of a small number of customers. The description is no less 
accurate because the situation has grown without conscious 
planning. It is unlikely that the Salter committee and the 
Parliament of 1933 realized they were making it difficult 
for the large road haulage undertaking to come into 
existence. Had they realized it, they might have advised 
and legislated with a view to eliminating the difficulty, and 
they may well have been wrong to do so. 

That they were right by accident in one particular 
shows that in other ways they could have been mistaken. 
The licensing system is a piece of human frailty and not a 
natural law. What it scarcely begins to tackle is the prob- 
lem of the return load, perhaps because the problem hardly 
seemed a serious one to the pioneers of 1933. It is 
because hauliers can be tempted to take traffic back home 
at a low rate that the evils of price-cutting are being felt 
and that the unscrupulous clearing house is thriving. But 
on the subject of the return load the complicated law of 
licensing is silent.

Make Sure that Terms Used 
in Costing are Appropriate 
and Comparisons are Valid, 
Otherwise Wrong Con- 
clusions May be Drawn 


Don’t Blind 


READER in East Africa raises the interesting subject 
Ae the various indices used in road transport costing to 

assess the efficiency of an organization. He emphasizes 
the difficulties, in dealing with a mixed fleet of passenger and 
goods vehicles, of arriving at the true cost of the services they 
provide. Many of the inevitable assumptions, he thinks, may 
not be valid on all occasions. 

When devising and inaugurating a costing system it is 
essential from the outset to maintain a sense of proportion 
between the practicable and the ideal, however much the latter 
may be desired. Moreover, as regards both this series of 
articles and “* The Commercial Motor’ Tables of Operating 
Costs,” two main purposes are envisaged. 

The first is to provide basic information on the principles of 
commercial-vehicle ‘costing, together with tables of average 
costs, for those who have had no previous experience in this 
field, or who have not been operating sufficiently long to be 
able to forecast their own costs of such items as maintenance 
and depreciation with any degree of accuracy. The second 
objective is to provide an alternative yardstick for more 
experienced operators, who, although capable of compiling their 
own detailed records, wish from time to time to check them 
with costs from another source. 

Any term used in either these articles or the “Tables” 
should be comparatively simple and readily understood: by all 
users. Moreover, if road transport operation is broken down 
into the two departments of engineering and traffic, I think 
it will be agreed that, whilst there is a large number of 
variables influencing engineering costs, such variations become 
virtually unlimited when traffic aspects are introduced. So, 
with the object of ensuring that both the articles and the 
* Tables” appeal to as wide a variety of readers as possible, 
the basic engineering costs are considered of prime importance, 
although traffic, as well as other problems, are discussed. 

The more complex cost indices become, the more limited 
are their application and, moreover, the more misleading can 
be conclusions drawn from subsequent comparisons if full 
knowledge of all the conditions is not available. 

Carried to excess, it would obviously be pointless to compile 
tables so complex that they could be read and understood, 
section by section, only by the appropriate expert in each 
department. Although to the layman many of the compound 
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terms now commonly used may give an ai! 


y ourself of pseudo-efficiency, they have often been 
evolved rather by the compulsion of the 
ith | inol 


increasing size of the undertakings than a 
desire for more exact terminology. 

In this-respect the small- or medium-sized 
operator is at an advantage. To take a simple 
example, the chief engineer of a large road 
transport company regularly receives an analysis 
of costs from his 12 depots. Because of personal visits and 
knowledge of local conditions he will, no doubt, almost 
unconsciously make mental adjustments relative to those con- 
ditions when making comparisons of costs, with the result 
that the right conclusion will be drawn. 

If, however, the 500 vehicles now under his control were 
increased to 5,000, I doubt whether any form of terminology 
and statistical presentation, no matter how comprehensive or 
ingenious, could replace his former local knowledge, which 
would then, presumably, be impossible to acquire and main- 
tain. Simplicity and directness of purpose have an equal 
place in costing as in overall management of road transport. 

Before deciding upon the costing system to be employed and 
the form in which the results are to be produced, the operator 
should first determine the main objectives of costing in his 
work. Although obviously every prudent operator should 
ascertain whether he is operating at a profit or loss, there are 
other purposes for which the results of costing may have to 
be used and shown appropriately if they are to be of value. 

Stemming from the traditional method of annual account- 
ancy the operator may wish to compare one year’s results 
with another and, at the same time, provide data for income- 
tax returns. As distinct from the professional haulier, ancillary 
users may wish to compare the cost of operating their fleets 
with that of dispatching traffic by alternative means. In large 
organizations they may wish to assess comparative results from 
several depots or branches. . 

It should, therefore, be realized at the outset that there is 
a diversity of costing objectives, such as to make internal 
comparisons within an organization, or on a national level. 
In the first case there will be a tendency to evolve terminology 
peculiar to the trade, or even to the individual operator, which 
will be of little value elsewhere. The reverse would apply 
when drawing comparisons on a national or international level, 
where the objective, although not necessarily the achievement, 
is to adopt a standard and acceptable form of costing applic- 
able to all modes of transport. It follows that the misuse 
of terms could be misleading, or at least serve no purpose. 

A simple example is the use, or mis-use, of the term, cost per 
ton-mile. Whilst for the purpose of being able to give customers

it is common practice to have a rate schedule based on a 
combination of mileage (or mileage zones) and tonnage, the 
ton-mile should not be used indiscriminately, otherwise a wrong 
conclusion may be drawn, or unnecessary clerical work done. 

The growing tendency to express operating results in 
increasingly comprehensive terms of cost may well camouflage 
rather than spotlight efficiency or inefficiency. In the simple 
example of the ton-mile cost of operating a vehicle, whether 
loaded or not, largely depends on engineering efficiency. 
Assuming that the right vehicle has been chosen for the job 
on hand, it is the engineering department's responsibility to 
operate and maintain it as economically as possible. 

The loads which the vehicle carries are, however, determined 
largely by the efficiency of the traffic department, or, in the 
case of the ancillary user, by such factors as standards of sales- 
manship and overall distribution policy. A new sales area may 
have been taken over with little more than token orders to 
show for the initial efforts. In the event, tonnage per trip 
may be well below average compared with rounds in other 
areas. Mileages, however, may be even higher than usual until 
a nucleus of established customers is obtained. 

It will, of course, be obvious that in this deliberately simplified 
example, a composite cost per ton-mile could give a misleading 
impression if all the facts were not known. I suggest, however, 
that in day-to-day transport operations there are many elements 
of cross-subsidization which can prove a time-wasting diversion, 
if not an actual barrier to a drive for improved efficiency. 


Keep Standards Up to Date 

Standards there must be, if comparisons are to be made and 
useful conclusions drawn. Yet however stringent tests may 
have been to check their validity, basic standards should not 
afterwards be considered permanent. In keeping with the 
inherent flexibility which road transport can offer, cost systems 
must never be allowed to become too hidebound by concepts 
based entirely on past statistics. 

Because of the increasing sense of urgency in modern trade 
and industry, the results shown by the annual presentation of 
accounts are often no longer sufficient. Instead, increasing use 
is being made of budgetary control methods in an endeavour 
to obtain improved efficiency. Appropriate to the operation 
under review, work és broken down into small functional units 
of cost which are then used as the basis for formulating standard 
forecasts with which actual results are subsequently compared. 

Excellent though this method may be when correctly applied, 
there is a danger—in larger organizations—that departments 
will tend to anticipate economies decreed by head office and 
increase their own estimates accordingly, and so frustrate the 
objective of improved efficiency. These adjustments might 
remain undetected if the departmental managers alone had 
knowledge of conditions on the spot. A false conclusion of 
satisfactory results would then prevail.

Even with the best intentions, however, it is all too easy to 
accept as reasonable the accuracy of statistics, particularly 
when cursory comparisons appear logical. An amusing example 
concerns a provincial bus depot. 

The garage, consisting of adapted buildings, was split in 
halves by a dividing wall which had not been removed because 
of the probability that the rateable value would be increased. 
Approximately half the fleet was, therefore, washed in one 
section and the remainder in the other, whilst the customary 
quarterly meter reading was taken by the local authority over 
a period of 20 years. During a particularly severe winter, 
emergency repairs became necessary in the section of the 
garage believed to be connected with the water supply of the 
other. Only then was a second meter found. 


No Basis of Comparison 

Throughout that period of 20 years, whoever had been 
responsible for checking the meter readings probably reasured 
himself of their accuracy, because consumption, albeit half the 
total, would increase in direct proportion to the growth of the 
fleet. Fluctuations as between summer and winter would also 
be shown registered proportionally correctly. But because this 
particular transport company was by far the largest user of 
water for this purpose in the district, the inspector was unable 
to make the one comparison which would have hinted that 
something was wrong—namely, with similar operators. 

Even when the accuracy of costing has been established 
beyond all doubt, the difficulty remains of drawing the right 
conclusion and, in so doing, divesting oneself of any prejudice, 
however genuinely one may believe that the problem is being 
approached impartially. Because there can be no finality in 
the continuing drive for efficiency, there can be equally no 
point of time at which it can be claimed that the results 
obtained represent true costs. 

Whilst it may be convenient to accept as standard the costs 
appertaining at a selected date, such a choice would be largely 
arbitrary. The resulting standards cannot, therefore, be any- 
thing more than notional, and this important factor in correct 
evaluation should not be allowed to be obscured or. forgotten 
by the very persistence in the use of such standards. 

Another example often quoted concerns comparisons between 
increased productivity of manufacture as against the provision 
of transport service. In a large concern with its own transport 
department, six men were previously employed in filling, tying 
and labelling containers. With the advent of bulk delivery, 
only two are now required. On the transport side, however, 
the ratio remains the same—one driver to one vehicle. 

I suggest it is merely a turn of phraseology as to whether this 
change of events is seen in the light of increased productivity 
on the manufacturing side and stagnation in transport efficiency, 
or whether transport is considered to have already achieved 
maximum use of manpower, whilst recognising some decrease 
in overemployment in manufacture. S.B. 





Laminaire Suspension Does Well on Test 


ARIOUS advantages offered by the 
Laminaire system of progressive

suspension were emphasized in a series 
of demonstrations staged last week by 
William E. Cary, Ltd., Manchester. On 
a mile-long circuit of old cobbled road 
which in places was in exceedingly bad 
condition, commercial vehicles fitted with 
this system and one equipped with con- 
Ventional suspension were tested. 

The main feature of the Laminaire 
system, as previously described in The 
Commercial Motor, is that the free rear 
end of the laminated main springs is 
supported not by a slide shoe but by a 
flexible subspring mounted in a spring 
shoe. By the progressive -springing 
design, vibration is drastically reduced 
when the vehicle is unladen. 

The demonstrations showed how 
closely the wheels adhered to the road so 


braking or accelerating were substantially 
less than on a vehicle with traditional 
springing. 

The system has special advantages for 
operators carrying loads that may suffer 
from harsh riding or vibration. 

In the Laminaire system the cantilever 
support spring is fully extended in the 
unladen position—there is main spring 
deflection to only a minor degree. When 
the load is increased the top of the main 
spring slides along beneath the support 
arm, so shortening the effective length 
of the springs and stiffening the suspen- 
sion. Control of rebound is by means 
of a rubber roller in the support arm. 

Conversion of existing vehicles is now 
being undertaken and it has been noticed 
that frequently the weight of material 


shoe is secured by the use of the existing 
bolt hole. The fitting of the system as 
Original equipment is said to be under 
consideration by certain manufacturers. 

In numerous cases it should be possible 
to eliminate the use of shock absorbers, 
so lowering the overall cost as compared 
with the ordinary spring design. Although 
relatively new to this country, the 
Laminaire design has received extensive 
testing on the Continent. Among the 
vehicles fitted with it is a 70-strong fleet 
carrying precision equipment for the 
Royal Air Force. 

In this country the system is being used 
as original equipment for Boden trailers 
and is optional equipment for York 
trailers. Designs are available for all 
types of prime mover and trailer. 
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Engine Rebuilding 


to Plan 


NE of the modern problems in the 

complete rebuilding of oil engines is 
that their life has become so greatly 
extended that few operators find it eco- 
nomic to keep men and_ expensive 
machines available for this work. To a 
lesser extent this also applies to rebuilders 
in a smaller way of business. 

Some years ago the A.E.C. concern 
stepped into this widening breach with a 
scheme for changing completely over- 
hauled units for those of all types of 





operator. Now the increasing demand of 
this valuable service has necessitated the 
construction of a new shop at Southall 
covering some 30,000 sq. ft. and fully 
equipped with the latest and highly 


expensive plant. The through-flow of 
engines is already 30-35 per week, but the 
capacity is 50 on normal work or 100 
with also a night shift. 

In general the engines lose their indivi- 
duality, although a few operators still 
demand the return of their own units, 
although this may upset the flow to some 
extent. Basic charges are made for 
engines of various models. They vary 
from £205 to £285 for current models, the 
price also being influenced by particular 
equipment and the supply of really expen- 
sive new parts such as crankcase, cylinder 
block or crankshaft, which, however, are 
seldom required. 

There is no oversizing of bores and 
pistons, every exchange unit having new 
liners, pistons and rings, and main and 
big-end bearings, whilst crankshafts are 
reground to any of four standards in 
20-thou. steps. 

The basic charge also does not apply 
to certain older engines, although these 
are accepted for overhaul. They often 
require special treatment such as line- 
boring of bearings where the crankcases 
are split at the mains and are not so 
rigid as the modern monobloc type. 
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(Right) A specialized 
machine combining 
speed with accuracy 
deals with the line- 
boring of main 
bearings. (Left) 
Liners being pressed 
into the cylinder block. 


Most important of all is that every 
engine is given a year’s guarantee, thus 
showing it to be considered as completely 
sound as a new one. Each is dyna- 
mometer tested for a whole day, working 
up from light load to full power, and 
all -fuel pumps are calibrated on 
Hartridge test benches. 

The following is the rebuilding process 
in brief:— 

Engines on arrival receive a first wash 
in a bath of Solvex crystals, and after 
dismantling the parts are soaked in liquid 
Solvex. Carbon is removed by fettling, 
wire brushing and the use of Ardrox. 
Wet liners are left in, but the dry type 
pressed out ready for water testing the 
cylinders. In a few cases crankshafts have 
to be straightened in a press, but this is 
exceptional. Where line-boring is done 
the bearings are lead-flashed electrically 
in the main production factory. 

Pressed-in cylinder liners are honed to 
finished size. Wet liners must project 
1-4 thou. for finishing and are sprayed 
with a special aluminium oxide material 
to obviate cavitation erosion. Valve seats 
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are always replaced and the new valves 
have Stellited faces and chromium-plated 
stems. Valve rockers are trued_ by 
grinding. Welding is eschewed, cracked 
parts being renewed. 

A new process is the double-end boring 
of connecting rods, and new bolts are 
always fitted. Many hundreds of con- 
necting rods are provided as spares for 
users and repairers who have insufficient 
facilities for this work. On many modern 
types precision bearings are used and 
boring is not required. 

Stores of new parts. and supplies of 
those reconditioned meet at what is 
known as the “nerve centre,” and here 
they are marshalled in complete kits 
ready for assembly -by individual opera- 
tors—so that responsibility can be placed. 
Each finished engine is coated with 
rubberized paint. 

Full justice cannot be given here to 
many other interesting matters, such 
as the crack-testing of crankshafts, the 
meticulous inspection, the overhead run- 
ways and the battery-electric truck for 
transporting units to the test house. 





M.o.T. Promise Review of Grit Dumps 


FTER submitting a variety of com- 
plaints to the Ministry of Transport 
suggesting that snow clearance in winter 
is not given enough attention, Mr. 
D. L. Edward, a director of Charles 
Alexander and Partners, Ltd, has 
extracted a promise that the number of 
sand and grit dumps will be reviewed. 
Mr. Edwards listed his complaints in 
a letter written on behalf of Mr. Charles 
Alexander to Mr. Hector Hughes, M.P. 
Among other things he suggested that the 
military should be called out in winter 
to help on the roads, and that the police 
should be compelled to co-operate. 
He said existing county council equip- 
ment was often weak and outdated, so

more money should be spent on it—the 
economics of trade and industry should 
be placed before those of highway 
authorities. There should also be a 
40-fold increase in the systematic siting 
of sand and grit dumps as present supplies 
were pitifully inadequate. 

Replying through Mr. Hughes, Mr. 
G. R. H. Nugent, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry, said the Government 
were aware that transport had to be 
kept moving, but there were competing 
demands for public money. It had to be 
borne in mind that gritting and sanding 
equipment was idle most of the year, but 
expenditure incurred by local authorities 
had always been met by the Ministry 
without quibble. 

He rejected the idea of calling on the 
military, and defended the police. How- 
ever, he promised that the Ministry would 
see if more could be done on the siting 
of grit and sand dumps.
